“Read all about the Coney fire,” 
screamed the paper venders, while 
the more enterprising bus men 
scribbled over their signs: “See all 
there is to see at Coney Island fire.” 


Calgary Sees 
More Entries 


Stampede is larger and 
management made happy 
by ideal weather for show 


CALGARY, Alta., July 18.—With per- 
fect weather, Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede got away to a good start last 
Monday. Attendance was slightly off from 
last year, which was anticipated, but the 
management was more than Satisfied at 
interest shown. For its part the manage- 
ment has once more demonstrated that 
it can produce a better show every year. 


The week opened with a downtown 
parade viewed by more than 50,000 peo- 
ple. It included 15 bands, hundreds of 
floats and decorated cars, all of the 450 
participants in the stampede, Indians, 
cowboys, chuck wagons, oldtimers, promi- 
nent public figures, 


Entries for the stampede events were 
greatest in history. For the chuck-wagon 
races there were 31 entries against 23 for 
last year and 18 for 1930. All other classes 
show similar increase. 


The show was officially opened by Lord 
Rothermere, a visitor from London, Eng- 
land, one of the greatest figures in public 
life of the present day Afternoon show

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$5,000,000 Havoe Wrought 
In Greatest Coney Island Blaze 


Bathhouses, homes, concessions, shows, 100 autos in 3- 
block West End area, Boardwalk to Surf avenue, swept in 
conflagration-—hundreds homeless, no known dead 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., July 18.—The 
most devastating conflagration in the 
history of this internationally famous 
playground, most popular and populous 
beach resort on earth, shortly before 
3 o’clock last Wednesday afternoon swept 
everything before it and practically 
wiped out that part of the area known 
as the West End on three square blocks 
bounded by 21st and 24th streets be- 
tween Surf avenue and the Boardwalk. 

Estimates of personal losses and dam- 
age to property ranged between $2,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000; Fire Commissioner 
Dorman and Fire Marshal Brophy gave 
greater credence to the larger figure. 
Stupendous loss will rise considerably 
when potential concessioner profits, now 
obliterated, are figured. 

After every available piece of fire ap- 
paratus and fire-fighting manpower from 
Brooklyn had been consumed, the fire 
companies of Manhattan and Queens 
were rushed to the scene on a wide 
range of alarms. Men off duty and those 


in reserve were recalled and pushed into 
service. Police Commissioner Mulrooney 
directed several hundred of his.men in 
holding back the crowds and co-operat- 
ing with fire heads of the city in taking 
complete charge of the situation. 

Blaze reached its peak around 5 o’clock 
and was not under mastery until short- 
ly before sundown, by which time it 
had spread to parts of Surf, Railroad 
and Neptune avenues in the vicinity. 
Hundreds had already fled their cot- 
tages, bungalows and apartments before 
police and firemen gave orders that 
the entire area and that within danger 
zone be evacuated. 

Firemen worked far thru the night, 
aided by giant searchlights, entire re- 
gion being blocked off all week. Am- 
bulances, doctors, relief and emergency 
squads were on the spot to treat the 300 
or more firemen and civilians either 
overcome by smoke or otherwise injured. 
Upward of 200 were firemen answering

Radio Broadeasters Relieved 


Of “Special Permission” Bally 


Notice to cut it out at discretion sent to all licensed radio 
stations—board of directors of ASCAP votes approval 
of recommendation made by General Manager E. C. Mills 


NEW YORK, July 18.—As exclusively 
predicted in a recent issue of The Bill- 
board, broadcasters are no longer re- 
quired to state that restricted songs and 
other compositions are being performed 
“by special permission of the copyright 
owner.” 

Thru the efforts of E. C. Mills, general 
manager of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, the 
Board of Directors of the organization 
voted last Thursday to act upon his rec- 
ommendation that the broadcasters be 
relieved of the necessity of using the 
phrase and notice that it may be dis- 
continued is being sent out to all licensed 
radio stations. 

Discontinuance of the acknowledgment 
does not relieve the broadcaster from 
obtaining permission to perform re- 


stricted numbers, and should it be found 
that the new move results in unwar- 
ranted infringement of such compositions 
the use of the special announcement will 
have to be resumed. 

Broadcasters are reminded that it is 
not the society that places the restric- 
tion on any of the numbers in its cata- 
log, but rather the producers of musical 
comedy and other shows in which the 
restricted music is a part of the score. 
The letter to broadcasting stations for- 
warded by Mills in which the discon- 
tinuance of the special announcement is 
Officially done away with follows: 

“With a view to conveniencing the 
operations of our licensees, our board of 
directors has authorized discontinuance 
of the requirement that the above an-

Would Tax New York Theaters 


$500,000 More 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Mayor James J. 
Walker’s urging of heads of city de- 
partments to find new sources of taxa- 
tion has brought a suggestion from Fire 
Commissioner John J. Dorman which 
may mean additional expense to thea- 
ters. 

The commissioner is for charging the 
theaters for the 218 firemen stationed 
on ‘fire patrol in theaters, basing the 
cost on the $3,000 salaries of the fire- 
men on post six days a week. Dorman 
estimates that revenue from this source 
would amount to about $500,000 a year. 
If the theaters object to this, Dorman 
said, they could provide their own men, 
who would have to undergo stiff exami- 
nations and be charged $10 annually for 
certificates. 

Dorman also suggests a charge of $10 


for Firemen 


for each monthly inspection in thea- 
ters by the Fire Department. He con- 
tends this would yield a revenue of 
$100,000 a year. 


Other Dorman suggestions which 
would affect theaters are: Five per cent 
of insurance collected by property 
owners where a fire regulation existed 
and 2 per cent where carelessness was 
the cause; $1 charge for each search for 
building violations; $1 fee for issuance 
of certificates annually of qualification 
for operators of standpipes and sprin- 
klers; 85 fee for surveys for owners of 
buildings applying for reduced insurance 
rates; a $10 fee for each annual inspec- 
tion of fire-alarm systems, and a $25 
fee for permits for open-air parking 
Spaces as at the Brooklyn Paramount,

League-Union 


In First F ray 


Nothing definite yet about 
wage cutting—but manag- 
ers are getting ready 


NEW YORK, July 18—A committee 
representing the League of New York 
Theaters and Theatrical Union No. 1 
held their first joint meeting early last 
week at the league’s offices to negotiate 
a new wage scale to supplant the pres- 
ent contract between the legit managers 
and stagehands which expires on Sep- 
tember 1. 

The managers are asking for a 331-3 
per cent cut from the existing scale, and, 
altho it is generally conceded that this 
slice would be bitterly fought by the 
union, the feeling is that the league will 
be able to at least shave the scale down 
about 15 per cent. Altho the members 
attending the meeting declared that 
they did not specifically discuss the re- 
duction of salaries, it was learned that 
the league had firmly insisted that a 
drastic cut would be expected. 

Dr. Henry L. Moskowitz, adviser to the 
league, said that “gratifying progress 
had been made.” Both he and James 
J. Brennan, president of the local, de- 
clared that the meeting had been en- 
tirely amicable and its spirit friendly 
and sympathetic. 

The committee representing the 
League of New York Theaters at the 
meeting included David Finestone, rep- 
resenting the Shuberts; James F. Reilly,

Has $75,000 Fire 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 18.—Fire an 
the Tennessee State fairgrounds here 
Saturday night destroyed one-third of a 
mile of the covered track in which Jersey 


cattle have been housed in previous 
years. Live-stock barns within the 
covered track also burned, but flames 


were kept from spreading to horse barns 
and other buildings. 

Damage is estimated at $75,000 and is 
said to be covered by insurance. It was 
announced yesterday that the fire would 
not interfere with the 1932 State fair, 
September 19-24. 

The covered track was Only two-thirds 
destroyed and can be replaced, with live- 
stock barns, in ample time for the fair 
and the World’s Production Show this 
year.

RKO-NBC Will Launch Radio 
Talent Quest in 133 Houses 


Amateurs will give daily auditions, starting August 12, in 
glass studios on stages—local winners to vie for national 
prize of joint 6-month contract by RKO-NBC 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Coming directly on the heels of the Opportunity Revues, 
RKO and NBC will launch a nation-wide radio talent quest on August 12, to run 
until September 15. in all of the circuit’s 133 theaters, with the co-operation of the 
stations, owned and affiliated, of the National Broadcasting Company. The contests 
will be open to grownups and children alike, with the national winner to get a 
joint NBC-RKO contract for six months at $100 a week calling for stage or radio 
work, or both. Full details on this latest RKO exploitation scheme have not been 


set sO iar aS newspaper tieups are con- 
cerned, and whether NBC will put its 
publicity and advertising staffs on the Job 
of promoting the “radio talent quest” 
to aid the RKO exploiteers. Terry Turner 
is handling the idea from the RKO end. 


Starting September 12, auditions will 
be held daily at every show in the RKO 
theaters in especially built, glass-encased 
studios on the stages. This goes for 
straight picture houses as well as the 
vaudefilmers. The amateurs will use the 
p.-a. system, the local judges, consisting

“Rhapsody in Black” 
Breaks All Records 


CHICAGO, July 16.—Rhapsody in Black 
has not only shattered box-office records 
of the Chicago Theater since it was 
built, but has been held over for a second 
week, the first time in the history of the 
house that a stage show has done this. 


In the face of a terrific heat wave, 
thousands of people lined up for a block 
waiting to get into the theater. An extra 
show had to be given each day to ac- 
commodate the crowds. It is running 
about 70 minutes, a little less than when 
it played here as a legitimate attraction 
not so long ago. Practically the same 
cast has been kept intact and includes 
Ethel Waters, Valaida, Berry Brothers, 
Cecile Mack’s Choir of 16, Pike Davis’ 
Continental Orchestra, Blue McAllister, 
Eddie Rector, Avis Andrews, Dusty 
Fletcher and Florence Hill, Pearl Wright 
and Joseph Steele. 

The company has been out 73 weeks 
and after a couple more bookings it is 
expected to lay off for vacations. Clar- 
ence R. Gray is managing the show. 


Stage Shows, Band May 
Return to Saenger, N. O. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 16.—An effort to 
put an orchestra back into the Saenger 
Theater pit with locally produced units 
on the stage is thought to be the result 
of the regular monthly visit of Maurice 
F. Barr, division manager of Publix Louis. 
jana and Texas houses from his Dallas 
headquarters. Barr has always been of 
the opinion that flesh was needed to fill 
the huge Saenger auditorium, and it is 
reported he will offer the musicians a 
week-to-week offer similar to the one 
they rejected after receiving their notice 
several weeks ago. 


Officials of the musicians’ union stated 
they had received no notification of any 
such move from the Saenger manage- 
ment, and indicated any offer other than 
the one embodied in present contracts 
would stand little chance of acceptance. 
The Saenger cut the orchestra to save 
money, but losses have increased since the 
band went out.

Balto Houses Will Be 
Sold on Auction Block 


BALTIMORE, July 16.—By a decree of 
the Circuit Court of Baltimore City, the 
Maryland and the Auditorium theaters 
will be sold at public auction by the 
receivers of the James L. Kernan Com- 
pany. Fred C. Schanberger Sr. and 
Daniel C. Joseph are the receivers. The 
sale is scheduled to take place on Tues- 
day morning, July 26. Kernan’s Hotel 
and the Club Ritz are parts of the 
properties and will also be auctioned. 

The Kernan interests have been a 
landmark of theatrical Baltimore. James 
L. Kernan was a pioneer of the bur- 
lesque and vaudeville field in the 
Monumental City. The Auditorium at 
one time ran vaude, but in recent years 
it has divided time between legit and 
feature pictures. The Maryland was 
for many years an exclusive Keith house 
and ran straight vaudeville. The Shu- 
berts ran this house for some years. Fred 
Schanberger, who had always been close- 
ly allied with the Kernan interests, is 
now in charge of Keith's, Baltimore. 


Majestic, Los Angeles, 
Plays Co-Op Stock 


LOS ANGELES, July 16.—The Majestic 
Theater, Only burlesque house on Broad- 
way, is now being operated on the com- 
munity plan. Principals, line girls, or- 
chestra, stagehands and all are sharing 
share and share alike on the future suc- 
cess of the Majestic. 

House has been in operation with a 
stock burlesque company for the last 
eight weeks. 


Danish Theaters Hard Hit 


COPENHAGEN, July 16—The _ eco- 
nomic crisis has hit the theaters of 
Copenhagen a hard blow. The govern- 
ment-subsidized Opera and the Theater 
National report a deficit of more than 
$60,000. The government being unable 
to provide larger subsidies to these two 
houses, the artists have agreed to re- 
turn a portion of their salaries in order 
to keep the theaters open.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Aunt Jemima 
(Tess Gardella) was in Gates Avenue 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday on a charge 
of assault, third degree, brought by 
Abraham Zimmer. She pleaded not 
guilty and was released on her own 
recognizance for further hearing Fri- 
day. 

Zimmer, who is five feet three inches 
tall and weighs 130 pounds, complained 
that on July 7 Aunt Jemima, five feet 
eight inches and 300 pounds, assaulted 
him after a collision of their auto- 
mobiles. 


Ziggy’s “‘Hot-Cha” Ache 


NEW YORK, July 16.-—Florenz Zieg- 
feld, who is ill in a New Mexico sana- 
torium, has another judgment for some 
dough filed against him. The Brooks 
Costume Company alleges that Ziggy 
and the F. Z. Corporation owes $4,522 
for costumes supplied for the produc- 
tion Hot-Cha and petitioned the court 
for permission to sever the action, which 
was originally filed against both the cor- 
poration and the producer jointly, as 
they were unable to serve him. 

In obtaining the judgment Brooks 
company declared that the corporation 
failed to answer the suit and thereby 
forfeited the case. 


Paris Seats 260,000 


PARIS, July 16.—Official statis- 
tics show that Paris theaters have 
a total seating capacity of 260,000. 
Legitimate theaters have 47,830 
seats; movie houses, 180,478, and 
music halls, circuses, cabarets and 
concert halls, the remainder. No 
important legitimate houses have 
been built recently, but 14 new pic- 


ture houses have opened so far in 
1932. 


Frank Harris Heading 
Circuit in Pittsburgh * 


PITTSBURGH, July 18. — Senator 
Frank J. Harris is president, and Eugene 
L. Connelly. vice-president of the newly 
formed Harris Amusement Company 
Theaters, Inc., which was granted an 
incorporation charter last week. George 
S. Harrison is secretary and treasurer, 
all three officers having formerly been 
with the old Harris Amusement Com- 
pany, which was abSorbed by Warner a 
few years ago. 

The new company has already taken 
over the Drake, Oil City, Pa., which 
once played RKO vaude and which 
played Dow vaude for a short time last 
season. The company will attempt to 
build up a circuit in the Pittsburgh 
area. 


Universal Chain Theaters 
Dropping Direct Operation 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Universal Pic- 
tures is now winding up the liquidation 
of its chain of theaters, General Man- 
ager Mike Newman dropping theater op- 
eration to join the film studios. The 
Universal Chain Theaters’ Circuit con- 
trols four houses, all of which are now 
dark, and has an interest in about 65 
others thru leaseholds, stock interest 
and special arrangements. The circuit 
has been gradually decentralized so that 
now it does not directly operate any 
houses. 


Indians Adopt Dancer 


ALBANY, July 18.—Betty Cole, local 
girl and daughter of Seth Cole, counsel 
to the State Department of Taxation, 
was adopted by the Indian tribe of the 
Tuscaroras at the fifth annual celebra- 
tion of the Indian Defense League at 
Niagara Falls Saturday. MiSs Cole is an 
accomplished ballet and esthetic toe 
dancer and studied dancing under Alexis 
Kosloff and Albertina Rasch and also 
with the Indians for several seasons. 
She performed the tribal dance before 
being adopted. After the secret adoption 
ceremony she was given a new Indian 
name. 


Lillian Bradley Appeals 
Case; Decision Reserved 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Supreme Court 
Judge Frank Adel of Queens reServed de- 
cision on the plea of Lillian Bradley, 
local booker, Friday to be released under 
the Post amendment to the Wales law. 
Miss Bradley was arrested for booking 
a stag show at an American Legion af- 
fair in May, and since then three of 
the girl dancers of the show won a re- 
lease by appealing to the Supreme 
Court and invoking the Post law. 

Miss Bradley’s lawyer swore out a writ 
requesting the Supreme Court to dis- 
miss the case now pending in the 
Queens Court of Special Sessions. Judge 
Adel, who is reserving decision, may 
either acquit her or hold her for trial 
in Special Sessions Court. 


“With a Devil’ Not Liked 


NEW YORK, July 16—Who Sups 
With a Devil, designateqd as a psycho- 
logical drama and written by Hulbert 
Footner, was tried out this week by the 
Scarborough Players under the direction 
of Harold Johnsrud. Chances for a New 
York success were deemed slim and none 
of the legit managers attending the show 
evinced any interest in it. 


Play concerns itself with the trans- 
migration of the evil spirits of an elder 
man to those of a youth and his sub- 
sequent evil doings until his uncle 
succeeds in effecting the return to 
normal. 


Henry O'Neil portrayed the role of 
supposedly the devil, while Richard 


Whorf gave an excellent account of 
himself as the lad. 


Further Fox 
Receiverships 


Brooklyn, Philly de luxers 
go—metropolitan theaters 
receivership permanent 


NEW YORK, July 18—Two Fox de 
luxers, Brooklyn end Philadelphia, went 
into receivership last week. Of the four 
other de luxers, two are in receivership 
and closed down, the Roxy here and the 
Fox, Atlanta, and two are being run by 
bondholders’ committees, Detroit and St. 
Louis. In the case of the Roxy, it has 
been out of Fox control since January. 


The Fox, Brooklyn, went into receiver- 
ship Thursday when Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Thomas W. Churchill appointed Ar- 
thur E. Flood receiver for the Flatbush 
Avenue and Nevins Street Corporation, 
which owns the theater and office build- 
ing. Bond was fixed at $1,000, the re- 
ceivership being ordered on the applica- 
tion of Samuel Brooks, holder of a $1,000 
bond issued by S. W. Strauss & Com- 
pany. 

Brooks alleged the corporation de. 
faulted interest payment of six and a 
half per cent due March 1 and that the 
corporation is now insolvent. The thea- 
ter is still open and will be run jointly 
by the receiver and the creditors’ com- 
mittees. In addition, the corporation's 
first mortgage bond issue underwritten 
and marketed by S. W. Strauss & Com- 
pany will be one of three theatrical bond 
issues that will be investigated by the 
new General Committee for the Protec- 
tion of Real Estate Bondholders. of 
which Samuel Seabury is chief counsel. 
The committee will also study the first 
mortgage bond issues of the Roxy Thea- 
ter Corporation and the Keith-Albce 
Chester Theater Building Corporation. 

The Fox in Philadelphia, which is be- 
ing run by the Skourases on a manage- 
ment deal, went into receivership Friday. 
The Federal Court appointed three an- 
Cillary receivers to take over the assets 
of the corporation. They are William D. 
Atkinson and John S. Sherman, who are 
also receivers for Fox Theaters Corpora- 
tion, and R. Sturgis Ingersoll, a Phila- 
delphia man. This action leaves only 
two Fox de luxers still holding out against 
receivership, St. Louis and Detroit. al- 
tho both houses defaulted interest pay- 
ments in their bond issues and are now 
in the hands of creditors. 


Judge Mack, of the U. S. District Court, 
has made permanent the temporary re- 
ceivership of Fox Metropolitan Play- 
houses, Inc., with Irving Trust Company 


and Simon H. Fabian continuing as re- 
ceivers.

Ever 
since the picture folk started making 
inroads on available acting and writing 
talent legit managers have let out sad 
wails. Nothing really constructive has 
been done from the Broadway end to 
remedy the deplorable situation. And, 
needless to state, mu co-operation— 
actual, implied or suggested—has been 
chr, from the demigods on the 
Coast. 


It seems to us, with due apologies to 
corpulent Broun, that the time is op- 
portune for legit managers to tackle the 
problem strategically. With ilevel- 
headed reasoning and the right kind of 
teamwork the legits can put thru within 
their own fold a form of standardized 
contract with the assistance and—per- 
mit us to add—to the eventual advan- 
tage of Equity. This contract, to act as 
a supplementary agreement to the pres- 
ent standard Equity contract, would give 
actors freedom in the signing of picture 
contracts, but will allow for their recall 
when the legit manager is in need of 
their particular talents. 


There is no reason on God's earth that 
the legit manager should not be per- 
mitted to employ the talking picture in- 
dustry as “farming-out” territory. There 
is no reason that the legit entrepreneur 
should not be in a position to recall the 
actors he developed without having to 
pay the exorbitant salaries. As the 
situation8now stands an actor uses the 
legit stage as a stepping stone and then 
shows his gratitude (curse the system, 
not him!) by gouging the stage in times

CBS Is Economizing; 
30 More Are Let Out 


NEW YORK, July 18. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System gave its local staff 
another shakeup, with the result that 
30 additional employees are reported to 
be out. While some important depart- 
ments were affected, those let out are 
said to be unimportant. 

This latest batch of letouts brings the 
total for the last two months over 100, 
who have been taken off the payroll’ 
About 10 weeks ago 85 were dropped, 
with all of them receiving four weeks’ 
salary, while those that remained re- 
ceived a 15 per cent cut in salary, with 
advance notice of it going into effect of 
four weeks. Last week CBS notified ad- 
vertising agencies that beginning Sep- 
tember 1 there would go into effect sub- 
stantial reductions on the rates for time 
on the Coast part of the network, as 
well as on other regional hookups. 


Fox Film Product 
For RKO Houses 


NEW YORK, July 18—The 48 RKO 
houses in the metropolitan area will play 
the complete Fox Film product the next 
five years, according to a deal just closed 
and going into effect September 1. The 
deal brings RKO in closer with the 
Skourases and the Frisch & Rinzler Cir- 
cuit as far as film booking goes, and 
puts RKO in a much stronger position to 
battle Loew. Loew has the complete 
product of MGM, United Artists and 
Warner to fall back on next season, while 
RKO has Fox, Universal, its own product 
and independents to rely on. 

Deal was worked out by Harold B. 
Franklin and Phil Reisman for RKO and 
James R, Grainger for Fox.

RKO’s Boston Office Booking 26 
Houses for a Total of 5 Weeks 


BOSTON, July 16.—Despite the sum- 
mer closings the local RKO office under 
Cc. S. Breed still has 26 houses com- 
prising about five weeks on its books. 
This includes a six-day road show, a few 
splits and a raft of one and two-day 
stands. Breed books the houses from 
here, having quit his regular trips to 
the New York office since Jack Dempsey 
was let out a couple of months ago. 
The local office no longer has a contact 
man in New York, and acts have to come 
up here for bookings. 

The houses now being booked by the 
local office are Auburn, Me.; Athol, 
Mass.; Bar Harbor, Me.; Bellows Falls, 
Vt.; Boothbay Harbor, Me.; Boston; 
Brattleboro, Vt.; Claremont, N. H.; three 
houses in Dorchester, Mass.; Dover, N. 
H.; Fitchburg, Mass.; Jamaica Plains, 
Mass.; Keene, N. H.; Littleton, N. H.; 
Newport, R. I.; Southbridge, Mass.; 
Watertown, N. Y., and Worcester, Mass. 
Auburn, Boston, Newport and Worcester 
are splits, the others being one and 
two-day stands. 

In addition there is a new six-day road 
show laid out in up-State New York. 
This is supervised by John Van Arnam, 
opening at the Pontiac, Saranac Lake, 
and going thru Strand, Ogdensburg; 
Schine’s theaters in Massena and Ma- 


lone, the Capitol, Gouverneur, and clos- 
ing at the Palace, Lake Placid. A five- 
piece band travels with the show, which 
makes the jumps by bus. 

Recent houses that have dropped RKO 
vaude for the summer include Lowell, 
Portland, Westerly and Augusta. Vaude 
outlook for the summer is good, condi- 
tions in New England not being so bad 
when compared with other parts of the 
country. 


Kaplan Hit by 
AFL Charges 


Executive council chides 
the IATSE for allowing him 
to continue illegal tactics 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 16.—Charges 
against Sam Kaplan, president of the 
Motion Picture Operators’ Union in New 
York, were investigated by William 
Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and the Federation's 
executive council. The Federation, which 
is holding its annual meeting here, also 
went on record, pledging to purge itself 
of all forms of racketeering, even to the 
extent of suspending an international 
union that fails to act after proofs of 
lawbreaking have been shown. 


William C. Elliott, president of the 
IATSE, whose organization has jurisdic- 
tion over the MPO, was given an oppor- 
tunity to explain to the council the 
status of Kaplan’s union. Elliott is un- 
derstood to have declared that, under 
the laws of the IATSE allowing local 
autonomy, the parent organization can- 
not interfere with whatever the local 
members decide to do. 


The executive council had before it a 
summary of the situation in the form 
of a special report by Edward F. Mc- 
Grady, legislative agent of the Federa- 
tion. The report declared that Kaplan 
had been charged by members of fixing 
his salary at an unreasonable amount, 
with forcing thru motions providing 
that members make large donations to 
him and with being the head of a 
company manufacturing motion pro- 
jection machines used by the employers 
of his members. 

After giving his explanation of the 
situation, Elliott promised to give the 
matter immediate special attention. In- 
vesigations of charges of racketeering in 
the motion picture industry was the 
first of a series of similar inquiries to 
be conducted by the council, President 
Green announced.

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Roxy Artists Plan Benefit To 
Aid Needy of De Luxer’s Staff 


Dark legit house will be used—radio broadcasts for ap- 
peal to public—scheme an open effort to shame re- 
ceivers into paying off—Friars will take part 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Members of the cast of the last and unpaid Roxy show, 
with the aid of the musicians’ and stagehands’ unions and the Friars Club, are 
planning a benefit performance in one of the dark legit houses on Broadway in an 
effort to aid those performers and members of the de luxer’s staff who are in need. 
The VMA and NVA, thru the Joint Complaint Bureau, are co-operating in the scheme, 
which is apparently an open effort to force the Roxy receiver, Harry G. Kosch, to 
pay off before the house reopens on July 29 or give the house an almost irreparable 


black eye in the public’s viewpoint. The 
members of the show and theater em- 
ployees were told they would be paid 
their salaries four days after the house 
closed, but were stalled to the follow- 
ing week and still haven't received their 
money. Kosch was aided in this by Judge 
Francis G. Caffey, of the U. S. District 
Court, who issued an order allowing 
Kosch to defer payment of salaries until 
$150,000 in receivership certificates were 
sold. The latter, however, has not been 
done as yet. Judge Caffey’s order came 
the morning the house closed on June 30. 

Along with the planned benefit per- 
formance, the influential members of the 
Roxy’s last show have practically ar- 
ranged for three full hour radio programs 
as a plea to the public to co-operate in 
raising funds for the needy Roxy em- 
ployees. This goes for the scrubwomen 
and up. 

The Friars Club will co-operate to the 


fullest extent not only from a charity 


motive, but also because the Roxy re- 
ceivers still owe the Friars Frolic, which 
played the de luxer for two weeks, $1,150. 
This amount, which Harry Hershfield 
asked the Joint Complaint Bureau to 
aid in collecting last week, is due on an 
arrangement made by Kosch for the 
Frolic to receive extras for every outside 
Name persuaded to make an appearance 
on the de luxer’s stage. 

The planned benefit show and radio 
appeals will be the first of their kind in 
connection with an unfortunate condi- 
tion brought about by a theater’s 
failure to pay off. Those doing the pro- 
moting expect the receivers to bend every 
effort to raise the money for the salaries 
when they hear of the scheme. 

As is usual in such cases, the Joint 
Complaint Bureau will post a notice on 
the NVA’s bulletin board warning artists 
that the Roxy did not pay its last show 
and that they will play the theater in 
the future at their own risk. 

The last Roxy show consisted of Ted 
Healy, who is owed $3,500; Ann Penning- 
ton, who was in at $1,000; Keller Sisters 
and Lynch, $1,000, and Roy Smeck, $600. 
Totaling these with the salaries of the 
Roxyettes, ballet and vocal corps, musi- 
cians, stagehands and general theater 
employees, the receivers have to raise 


around $25,000 to meet everybody’s de- 
mands. 


RKO Routes for Six 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Hobart Bos- 
worth has been given 30 weeks by RKO. 
Gaston Palmer, who arrived here from 
two months in Europe Thursday and 
opened at the Palace Saturday, also has 


a route. Georges Carpentier, in a new 
five-people act, opens August 20 in 
Minneapolis for a tour westward. 


Also 
booked for a similar tour are James Hall, 
opening in Minneapolis July 14, and 
Leon Janney, opening September 13 in 
Minneapolis. 

George Beatty opened this week at the 
State-Lake, Chicago, for a tour west- 
ward, and Kenneth Harlan and Al St. 
John have a route pending. They go 
into the Palace next week

Added Vaude Slashes Send RKO 
N. Y.-Booked Time to 22 m4 Weeks 


NEW YORK, July 16.—By the end of 
this month RKO will hit a new low in 
the amount of playing time when fur- 
ther policy changes will reduce the size 
of the local books to 2214 weeks, with 
the situation more disturbing by the 
fact that the circuit will be represented 
in town by only two and a half weeks. 
This is accounted for by the discontinu- 
ance of vaude for the summer at the 
Fordham, Bronx; Madison, Brooklyn, and 
Coliseum, as well as at the Orpheum, 
St. Paul. Another week hangs in bal- 
ance which will lower the total vaude 
time to 2114 weeks. 

The Fordham and Coliseum will drop 
their split-week vaude_ policies for 
straight pictures July 23, while the 
Madison will do the same a week later. 
St. Paul will shelve its “flesh” July 21. 
Latter house uses a show booked here 
one half, and one from Chicago for the 
other half. Another policy change is 
that of the Orpheum, Oakland, Calif., 
which switches from half-week to full- 
week vaude July 22. House that may 
go out of vaude is the Century, Buffalo, 
which is having difficulty with labor 
unions. Tentative date for the change 
is July 29. 

Taking out vaude at the three local 
houses is attributed by the circuit to 


the poor business caused by the high 
Scale of admission prices. Because of a 
price agreement with Loew in this city, 
the circuit could not lower its box-office 
scale at the houses and took the alter- 
native of dropping stage shows. Houses 
will return to “flesh” in the fall. 


With these changes being made, RKO 
in this town will have only thé Palace, 
and the Albee and Prospect, Brooklyn. 
It is the first time in the career of 
the circuit that this city has had so 
Small a representation. In Greater New 
York there is another house, the Lyn- 
brook, Lynbrook, L. L., a one-day stand. 


Other houses by the end of this 
month will be: Capitol, Trenton (split- 
week); Pascack, Westwood, N. J. (two 
days); Palace, Albany (split-week), and 
the full-weekers comprising the New 
Keith’s and RKO Boston, Boston; Albee, 
Providence; Palace, Rochester; 105th 
Street and Palace, Cleveland: Palace and 
State-Lake, Chicago; Orpheum, Minne-

Cut Payrolls 


Artists included in_ first 
general salary slash for 
theaters and pictures 


NEW YORK, July 16.—The last of the 
holdouts against general salary cutting, 
Loew and MGM, succumbed this week 
and slashed the payrolls thruout both 
organizations from 5 to 35 per cent, the 
cuts to go into effect on Monday (July 
18). This will apply not only to exec- 
utives, office and theater employees, but 
also to performers and directors under 
contract by the picture company. 


While the scale of the Loew-MGM scis- 
soring is the highest single slash yet to 
be ordered in the indoor show business, 
when the numerous cuts of the other 
film companies and circuits are totaled 
they average greater individual savings 
than that effected by Loew and Metro- 
Go'dwyn-Mayer. The fact that they are 
taking their first general cut, against 
the three and four of the other circuits, 
is retaining the morale of the Loew Cir- 
cuit employees. 


Loew has been cutting salaries here 
and there right along, but under no 
given percentage. For a good many em- 
ployees the slash going into effect on 
Monday will be their second cut. A 
heavy trimming of personnel in the Loew 
houses has also been going on, close to 
50 per cent of the ushers and other 
minor employees having been let out in 
most of the theaters. About the only 
theater left untouched as to personnel 
is the State on Broadway. 

Despite strong rumors to the contrary, 
it was denied by several Loew officials 
that letouts in various departments in 
the h. o. are being contemplated. One 
report detailed four men on their way 
out in the publicity and advertising de- 
partment. 

Range of the Loew-MGM cuts are: 
Five per cent on salaries up to $50; 10 
per cent up to $75; 15 per cent up to 
$150; 20 per cent up to $250; 25 per cent 
up to $450, and 35 per cent on all sal- 
aries over $450. According to Nicholas 
M. Schenck, president of Loew, the cuts 
will remain in effect only until an 
economic recovery is manifest. 

In a statement to the officers and em- 
ployees of Loew, Schenck said, in part: 

“During the entire period of the eco- 
nomic depression, the management has 
endeavored to maintain salaries un- 
changed. It was earnestly hoped that 
conditions would improve and hence 
there would be no necessity for lowering 
compensations. 

“However, it is felt at this time that 
in order to keep the current financial 
position of the company secure and to 
withstand an even further slackerfing 


of business, all types of economies should 


be effected. 

“Be assured that our company, thus 
fortified by retrenchment, is capable of 
weathering even the severest of hard 
times and emerging the same sound suc- 
cessful organization it has always been.”

Union Settles 


With Arthur 


Stagehands offer Poli op- 
erator cuts and concessions 
at New Haven meeting. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 16.—Harry 
Arthur’s long battle with New England 
stagehands appears to be at an end as a 
result of his all-night meeting here 
Wednesday with union heads. The 

‘ stagehands offered terms and concessions 
to Arthur which are considered to be 
some of the most reasonable in the an- 
nals of labor unions. While Arthur did 
not accept them on the spot, it is under- 
stood that he will close negotiations 
early next week. This should re-establish 
“flesh” in the State of Connecticut on 
a wholesale order. 

The stagehands agreed to give Arthur 
seven days’ service in towns playing six 
days of “flesh” and pictures on Sundays, 
a rate of $300 per stage a week, which 
means $60 apiece for the five stagehands 
needed. The concessions with this offer 
consists of no overtime, maintenance of 
the theater and changing the signs. In 
towns that play seven days of “flesh” 
the same number of stagehands will pre- 
vail, but the rate will be $320 per stage, 
or $64 a man. The rate for the booths 
in the theater is a flat one of $222 per 
booth. Number of men to be used is 
optional either three or four. 

This offer by the stagehands is quite 
a comedown in the wage scale of the 
New England stagehands, but there has 
been no change in the number of men 
to be used. Under the new offer the 
saving to theaters will be on the average 
of $27 per stagehand a week, while the 
saving on booth men averages about 
$22.50 a man. 

This arrangement applies to the for- 


mer Poli houses operated by Arthur, 
which includes the rts of Bridge- 
port, New Haven, Hartford, Springfield, 


Worcester and Waterbury. Latter town, 
a straight picture stand, gets the booth 
tate. The deal also applies to the Publix 
houses (six) in this territory, which very 
shortly are expected to be turned over 
to Arthur for operation. 


Samnels Gets an RKO 
Franchise Per Custom 


NEW YORK, July 16.—I. R. Samuels 
was given an RKO franchise early this 
week, a move which Martin Beck, RKO's 
vaude managing director, claimed to be 
a custom of taking care of former book- 
ing office men. Phil Tyrrell, indie 
agent, became an RKO act seller this 
week also, altho the Artists’ Representa- 
tives Association says it has not been 
hotified that he received a franchise. 

Samuels has been with RKO for many 
years at intervals, dating back to the 
days of the Keith Circuit, when he was 
One of the head bookers. He recently 
Was with RKO for a short time when 
Beck and George Godfrey came back 
into the organization. 


RKO Directors Approve

After several months of rumors 
in regard to Beck's attitude on the agent 
congestion proolem, matters came to @ 
head early this week when the board of 
governors of the Artists’ Representatives 
Association completed its task of as- 
sembling two lists of office heads. On 
the first list are 26 names of office heads 
who will be permitted to retain their 
franchises regardless of the results of the 
wholesale merger scheme. This list, ree 
ferred to as the “A” list, is being used 
as the basis of the mergers. 

There was also lined up a list of 29 office 
heads, known as the “B” list. These in- 
dividuals will be required to tie up with. 
in a reasonable time—altho it is un- 
likely that any Negotiations will be left 
hanging fire after next week—with office 
heads on the “A” list. Theoretically, 
those on the “B” list are being deprived 
of their franchises. Actually, they will 
resume activity as full-fledged agents 
with the usual franchise privileges as 
soon as their tieups with agents on the 
“A” list are okehed by a special agents’ 
committee appointed by the ARA and 
consisting of Maurice Rose, chairman; 
Arthur Blondell, Hugh Morris, Alex Gere 
ber and Harry Romm. 

The Billboard has obtained from sources 
deemed reliable the names of the agents 
on the “A” and “B” lists. Since it is ex- 
pected that the mergers will be completed 
by the end of next week, publication of 
these lists and also the eventual come 
binations to be evolved therefrom is bee 
ing delayed until the following issue. 
The Billboard has been asked to withhold 
publication of the lists as a courtesy to 
the agents who will be irreparably injured 
if these were to be printed at this time. 
Since publication of the lists will not 
help performers seeking engagements or 
now working on the RKC Time, nor will 
performers be affected adversely thru The 
Billboard’s failure to print the lists in 
this issue, it has been decided that the 
names will be omitted for the sole pure 
pose of helping the business at a time 
when it needs this kind of assistance 
most. 

The merging process now being ene 
gaged in by the agents marks the first 
constructive step ever made or encoure 
aged by the RKO booking office to help 
deserving agents as well as to raise the 
standards of men privileged to submit 
acts to the circuit’s bookers. George A. 
Godfrey, now head of the booking office 
under Beck, made drastic changes in the 
agents’ personnel about three years ago 
when he was sole head of the Sixth Floor. 
The greater part of his work was undone 
when there was introduced the booking 
triumvirate, consisting of Godfrey, Ben 
Piazza and Charles Freeman. Both Piazza 
and Frecman appointed agents promiscu. 
ously, and when the triumvirate was 
abolished, with Freeman remaining in 
complete control, Freeman resumed the 
franchise-granting orgy—finally bringing 
the agents’ ranks to a point’ where a 
f.anchise wasnt worth more than +he 
scrap of paper it should have been writ- 
ten on, and most of the floor’s business 
was hogged by a chosen few. The ma- 
jority of agents were starving then, and 
this still holds good, except that now 
even some of those who were prospering 
in the Freeman era are down on their 
heels. 

The merging process came to a head 
Thursday when Beck and Godfrey dis- 
cussed the proposition in open forum 
with office heads at a special meeting of 
the ARA. After listening to suggestions 
offered by a number of agents to alleviate 
the present situation, Beck declared that 
he is well satisfied with the merger plan. 
Godfrey spoke to the office heads—and 
spoke out bluntly, adoptiag for the occae 
sion the direct style of his predecessor, 
Charles J. Freeman. 

Gedfrey indicated that the need of the

RKO franchise He railed against agents 

who have veen kicking franchises arcvnd 

like footballs, delegating office boys to do 

their work. He inveighed against agents 


who never trade on the floor, considering 
this to be beneath their dignity. Class- 
ing loyalty and attention to their busi- 
ness as the prime requisites of 9n RKO 
agent, Godfrey went on to tell of his 
disappointment while catching acts in 
independent theaters at seeing office 
heads but rarely in these precincts. 

The duty of an agent, Godfrey went on, 
is to obtain new acts cheap. There is 
good material in indie theaters, according 
to Godfrey, but instead of digging into 
these treasure troves for attractions that 
will help the circuit weather the present 
storm, agents submit acts again and 
again that have seen better days. Office 
heads, Godfrey told his agents, must get 
out and hustle these days instead of 
leaving their offices early and staying at 
home evenings. 

Dwelling on the merger plan, Godfrey 
indicated that the advantages to be 
gained from the process outweigh by far 
any evils that might be involved. Ad- 
mitting that assistants are the ones who 
will suffer theoretically when the dou. 
bling-up process is completed. Godfrey 
pointed out that this will be an ideal op- 
portunity for assistants to devote all of 
their time to scouting, thereby making 
themselves more useful to their affiliated 
offices and eventually bettering their own 
conditions. In this connection The Bill- 
board has learned that the booking office 
will keep close tabs on the work of as- 
sistants, who will not generally be given 
floor privileges. Meritable effort on the 
part of assistants, as reflected in new acts 
brought by them into the books of their 
affiliated offices, will eventually be re- 
warded with franchise grants. 

Following the leavetaking of Beck and 
Godfrey, Rose took the chair and was 
thereafter given a unanimous vote of 
confidence to appoint a special commit- 
tee to work in with the agents on the 
solution of their problems. After ap- 
pointing the committee listed above 
another vote of confidence was given 
Rose’s selections. 

Since the meeting the special commit- 
tee—really a ways and means committee 
intrusted with the entire task of merg- 
ing the “A” and “B” lists—has been at 
work many hours daily, interviewing 
agents on the “B” list and arranging tie- 
ups with the co-operation of the “A” 
agents. 

As a means of correcting false impres- 
sions that have arisen in connection with 
the impending mergers which will change 
the whole complexion of the agents’ 
ranks, members of the special commit- 
tee have explained several important, 
points to The Billboard. A discussion of 
these points follows: 


When a “B” agent ties up with an “A” 
office, he will not be required to drop his 
identity, nor will his restored franchise 
be less potent than that of his affiliate. 
In some instances it may be arranged for 
the “B” man to subordinate his name to 
the “A” man with whom he merges, but 
this will not be forced, and will be ac- 
complished only thru agreement between 
the parties involved. 

Beck and Godfrey have insisted upon 
only one point in the moves being made 
by the agents to adjust their problems: 
That there must be an equitable finan- 
cial arrangement between merging parties. 
This will make it impossible for an “A” 
egent to make a deal with a “B” agent 
hard put to tie up with somebody to ob- 
tain a disproportionate split in commis- 
sions of acts booked jointly thru them. 


Assistants will mot be permitted to 
trade on the Sixth Floor unless they are 
affiliated with an office that has not 
taken a “B” agent under its fold. 

In the crediting of agents with acts 
and in the drawing of commission checks 
by the circuit’s collection bureau, in- 
dividuals or teams will be dealt with in 
accordance with the arrangement entered 
into by parties involved. This will make 
it possible, once the mergers are com- 
pleted, for a “B” agent to maintain ex- 
actly the same standing as the “A” men. 

The special agents’ committee has also 
pointed out that there is no ground to 
the fear that as soon as the mergers 
are completed and aMnnounced in the 
trade press that there will be raids on 
the lists of “B” agents. All releases, as 
heretofore, will be handled by the board 
of governors of the ARA, and it will de- 
pend on them to stem the flow of panic- 
stricken acts to “A” agents. 

While several agents are fearful of dire 
results, evidently because of their un- 
certainty of being successful in their ef- 
forts to tie up with “A” agents, the gen- 
eral run of office heads have expressed 
themselves as being well satisfied with 
the turn events are taking. The men 
chosen by the agents to guide their 
destinies thru the ARA are highly re- 
spected, and the manner in which they 
are handling the difficult job indicates 
that they have the interests of their 
group at heart.

Up until 
his prize-fighting pantomime he found 
the laughs hard to get and only after 
the entrance of Doris Roche when he 
began clowning with her did the audi- 
ence respond. After that the going was 
easy and his exit found them applauding 
hard. One bow. 

Alice Joy, of radio fame, on third, has 
her act laid in a broadcasting studio. 
Works before a microphone with a loud- 
Speaker on each side of the stage. Sang 
five numbers and the folks out front 
liked each succeeding number better 
from the amount of applause she re- 
ceived after each one.

E. F. Albee, Cincinnati 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 16) 

This week’s F. & M. offering is On the 
Riviera, featuring Conchita Montenegro, 
the Latin miss of the movies. From an 
entertainment standpoint, this layout 
doesn’t shape up so hot. Take away Ed- 
win George’s gagging, Al Norman’s dash 
of hoofing and the beautiful diving girl 
number, with Lottie Mayer Jr, at the 
finale, and you have little, outside of the 
cooling system, to draw ’em in on these 
hot days. It was Edwin George who stole 
this first show, however. They clapped 
long and loud after he was gone. This 
week’s screen fare is Love Is a Racket, 
with Douglas Fairbanks Jr. Business 
only fair. 

As an opener, the girl ensemble, at- 
tired as railroad porters, run thru a fair 
routine, before a railroad station back- 
drop, winding up with the familar train 
finish. 

Red Donahue and Uno, latter a mule, 
got over okeh in theAleuce frame. Dona- 
hue, in blackface, is assisted by a straight 
in whiteface. Two indulge in some fairly 
funny crossfire, all which evolves around 
the balkiness of Uno. Bowed to a good 
hand. 

Ai Norman, appearing as an added fea- 
ture with the Riviera Idea this week, 
opens with an imitation of how different 
people sleep. It is funny and he got a 
nice bag of laughs with it. Follows with 
a set of weak wheezes and then goes into 
a corking brand of hoofing, of which 
he does too little. One more imitation 
and then he bows. A fair mitt. 

Introduced by Ai Norman, Conchita 
Montenegro makes her entrance mid a 
lavish girl number. She contributes a so- 
so castanet dance and, after a change, 
comes on for a pantomimic bit. sup- 
posediy from one of her pictures. It’s 
pretty dull to watch. Indulges in a few 
lame nifties with Norman and returns 
later for a fast jazz dance routine that 
is only fair at its best. In the interim, 
Norman singles with mere gags, two of 
thern decidedly blue, but apparently what 
they wanted out front, judging from the 
laughs. Miss Montenegro took several 
bends to a fair enough hand. 

Edwin George, an A-1 monologist, who 
uses juggling for a stall, more or less, 
was the brightest thing in the offering, 
as far as real entertainment is concerned. 
Doesn't make much of an impression at 
the start, but after unloading a few Joe 
Miller’s, he cuts loose with a refreshing 
line of bon mots, exceedingly funny, and 
milked the first-show customers for a 


The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Evening, July 16) 

This last holdout against the ravages of time and financial conditions on 
the vaudeville profession gave up the ghost today and submitted to a policy 
of pictures and six acts of vaudeville. The stage shows will average around 
$4,000 during the summer, with the theater’s entire nut set at $12,000 weekly 
Tops of the admission scale are $1.10 over the week-end, and 83 cents during 
the week. 

Maybe the operators of this once-upon-a-time climax of every variety 
artist’s dream do not read the trade press, for the new policy is, on the sur- 
face, completely illogical in view of what the other Broadway pop theaters 
are offering. The stage shows current at the Paramount and Capitol, indi- 
vidually, cost more than the Palace’s entire weekly expense, while Loew’s State, 
with a seating capacity nearly three times that of the RKO stand, averages 
$5,000 on its vaude bills and offers a super picture product besides. The ad- 
mission scale at the State is lower than the Palace’s, while those at the Capitol 
and Paramount are on an even keel. 

It is the first time in this theater’s 19 years of existence that a feature pic- 
ture is on its screen, and, fortunately for the first week of the new policy, the 
film is Bring ’Em Back Alive, the most surefire box-office product RKO has had 
in a year. The house was comfortably filled all day, with a few standees at 
the last show. Receipts were slightly ahead of those of the first day of the 
grind vaudeville policy, when Phi: Baker was headlined. But how many Bring 
’Em Back Alives will RKO get to fight the seemingly invincible opposition 
offered by the Capitol, Paramount and State? 

The layout on the stage is entertaining if slow-moving and of box-office 
caliber thru coheadlining Russ Columbo and Orchesira, a radio “name,” and 
Hobart Bosworth, a well-known screen actor. It is the stars of the bill, how- 
ever, who furnish it with its weakest spots. 

BERNICE STONE AND MATT GIBBONS head a fast and rather different 
novelty flash, which clicked at this performance and should do likewise at all 
the rest. This goes for all vaudefilmers as well as the Palace. The billed team 
are backed by a four-girl acro and dancing line that evidences careful and steady 
rehearsing. They stood out with a tap routine on toes. Miss Stone’s and 
Gibbons’ individual dance and acro solos are excellent, the male, who is a ringer 
for Walter Winchell, majoring in splits. When working with Miss Stone and the 
girls, however, he appeared awkward. 

GASTON PALMER, the stalling ccmedy juggler, makes his usual good im- 
pression in the deuce frame. His billiard cue and ball juggling, as well as 
that with other props, is surefire, but he places all his faith in winning an 
audience over on the hesitant manner of putting eight spoons into so many 
glasses standing on a tray. Thruout he maintains the air of a French dandy. 

JOE MORRIS, WITH DOROTHY RYAN, a Stately blonde, taking the place 
of his former red-headed partner, Flo Campbell, continued the comedy in 
No. 3 with his standard skit. Jackie Terris, as the pestering son, and another 
femme aid in the amusing turn built around a retired performer's yearning 
to get away from his nagging wife and son and back to his old stage partner, 
Miss Ryan. This well-staged act has never been seen to miss. The very blond 
Miss Ryan capably fills Flo Campbell’s shoes on the vocal angle. 

HOBART BOSWORTH is a fitting, if not too entertaining, part of this 
layout, for his act is based on the growth of motion pictures up to the present 
sound era. It is not very informative, however, due to the many “I’s” used 
and frequent reference to his poverty and illness from tuberculosis back in 
1909. Bosworth is using slides thruout his routine and a couple of them were 
shuffled in the booth tonight. The white-haired and kindly faced screen actor, 
tho, kept his presence of mind until the errors were corrected. Aside from its 
po ei qualities, his act is extremely slow. Came and went to excellent 
applause. 

CHARLES (SLIM) TIMBLIN, the black-faced preacher, had them roaring 
tonight at his hoke sermon and subsequent marriage of an Irish and Scotch 
dialectic mixed pair, also in blackface. Why Timblin has not been booked by 
RKO for more than a year is one of the numerous points of criticism against 
the past administration on the booking floor, for Timblin’s style of comedy has 
been sorely needed in the circuit’s theaters. His delivery, under the raucous 
surface, is the smoothest of the smooth. His getup is a loud laugh in itself. 

RUSS COLUMBO AND ORCHESTRA close, the baton-wielder’s singing thru 
the p. a. system is as effective as ever, but the 13-piece band behind him is one 
of the most poorly balanced and playing ever to hit this theater. With nine 
pieces of brass, they apparently have the impression that the more noise they 
make the louder the applause will be. They are mistaken. Columbo, a vio- 
linist, goes thru the necessary motions of ieading a band, giving the audience 
a good view of his profile all the way. He sang practically every song the band 
played, his face up against the upright mike and with his usual lack of anima- 
tion. The seductive vocal work, however, got him a show-stop tonight. But, as 
per the orders of Martin Beck, neither Fe nor the other acts encored. 

Part of the striking animal display which was on the Mayfair marquee for 
four weeks has been moved into the Palace lobby to exploit the screen attrac- 


tion. The papier-mache beasts looked great from a distance, but they are 
mighty — up close. A couple of signs read: “Don’t Feed the Animals.” 
With what

Earle, Philadelphia

Business continued on the upgrade 
with the Earle’s second program of eight 
vaudeville acts. Capacity was reached 
today for second show, an encouraging 
sign. Opening of bill didn’t get a whole 
lot of response from audience, tho first 
three acts were good. 

The Pirate Queens, seven girl dancers, 
opened the show with colorful number, 
followed by the Four Carlton Brothers 
in eccentric dancing with a collegiate 
background. 

Millard and Marvin, calling their act 
Give Me My Quarter had some amusing 
patter in the Burns and Allen manner 
that got a response. 

The first real enthusiasm came with 
the fourth spot when Serge Flash won a 
big hand with his unusual juggling. His 
tricks with a large rubber ball particu- 
larly caught the audience’s fancy. He 
was followed by Bernice Claire, one of 
the scheduled headliners, who made an- 
other hit with her singing, mixing Victor 
Herbert and popular tunes. 


Kramer and Boyle came along next 
to keep the applause running with a 
snappy comedy act, Kramer working in 
blackface, with Boyle singing straight 
man.

Torch song next with a wedding-scene 
background to introduce the singer as 
rejected sweetie. This was followed by 
a Grand Hotel scene, with the dancer 
giving an impression of Greta Garbo in 
the scene where she is trying to phone 
her lover, not knowing he is dead. Girl 
went into ballet dance at finish. Finale 
was a Hot-Cha Harlem number, with 
Song and hot dance finish. Act has 
good staging, vivid costuming and par- 
ticularly good lighting. 


Show’s finale was some knock-about 
comedy presenteqd by Olsen and Bing- 
ham, aided by a group of funny stooges, 
a clever tap-dancing girl and another 
group of girls. Particularly good was a 
costume burlesque of Shine on, Harvest 
Moon. :

The family work swiftly, all 
are neatly costumed and display real 
showmanship thruout their entire al- 
lotted time. Off to loud applause. 


Carleton and Ballew, mixed team, fol- 
low in the deuce spot with their chat- 
ter, gags, song and hoke.

Showing acts 
and $1,500 budgets for a classy house like 
this, with a top admission scale of 83 
cents, is not such a good policy. If the 
circuit took a chance and increased the 
vaude budget, at the same time lower- 
ing the price scale, perhaps vaude would 
have had a chance of sticking thru sum. 
mer. 


Vaude headliners were Kenneth Harlan 
and Al St. John, from pictures. They were 
billed over the picture, Night World 
(Universal). Like most picture people in 
vaude, they relied more on their names 
than on their act to get by. Also fea- 
tured was Pearl Regay, once well known 
in musical comedy, but now doing a 
pretty weak vaude act. Originally clos- 
ing the bill, she was moved to opening 
spot after the first show. Bill, as a whole, 
was mild stuff. 


Peark Regay has H. Michael Saunders 
as her dance partner and a Cuban string 
sextet for musical background in a badly 
staged flash. The band is average, while 
Miss Regay does nicely in the first two 
routines, but falls down on the closing 
Bolero number, which misses fire com- 
pletely. Needs a new act. 


Anthony and Rogers got by very nicely 
with their wop dialect comedy. Their 
talk gets a pretty consistent run of 
laughs, altho the opening parodiek are 
weak. The material is not exceptional 
and their delivery is only fair, but they 
were good enough for this audience and 
bowed off to a good hand. 


Joseph E. Howard goes thru the simple 
routine of singing some of his own song 
hits, altho he lacks a voice, and then 
bringing on a girl trio to sing pops and 
his old numbers. The songwriter singing. 
his-own-songs angle is always a good ap. 
plause getter and Howard went over well 
here. Mildred Newton, Ruth Dawson and 
Neil Moran form the harmony trio. 


Kenneth Harlan and Al St. John are 
assisted by red-headed Nancy Cornelius 
in a sketch, The Love Lesson, which is 
a mild little affair enabling Harlan to 
show his love-making technique and St. 
John his bashful Romeo characteriza- 
tion. They get a few laughs, but that’s 
all. It’s their former film rating that 
enabied them to get by. 

Armand and Perez, two acrobats in 
sailor boy costumes, closed the layout 
with a routine of balancing stunts, come- 
dy and teeterboard feats. They work 
nicely thru a brisk and varied routine, 
adding «.entle touches of satire as they 
go.

Larimer and Hudson, a_ standard 
cycling act, opened. The grotesque 
makeup and pantomime of the man and 
the joint efforts of both, who work in 
a smooth and easy manner, rewarded 
them with a good hand. 

Sunshine Sammy and his three broth- 
ers followed with a nice variety of hoof- 
ing and vocal work. Sammy's impres- 
sion of Bill Robinson and his step dance 
is a gem. Individual numbers by the 
other brothers all came in for a hand, 
but the showmanship of Sammy put the 
act over with a bang. Big hand. 

Olive Olsen, on next, opened with a 
special song and then gave some char- 
acters from life, which included a mani- 
curist, steno, waitress and chorus girl.

Lee Sims and Ilomay Bailey, featured 
act, are radio stars well known here, 
which got them a hand on their en- 
trance. Sims opens the act with an 
ivory-tickling prelude. Ilomay comes on 
and sings Cabin in the Cotton, Who’s 
Your Little Whosis and a medley of 
choruses. Encored with Dinah. Their 
work was —o and they went 
over for a hit. 

George Beatty, next-to-closing, has a 
clever line of chatter and a way of put- 
ting it over. Sang Unemployed Gigolo, 
a few more quips and then a parody on 
River, Stay Way From My Door. His 
closing number, a sailor pantomime and 
song and the comedy violin bit, put him 
across for a hit. 

Gloria Lea and the Harris Twins have 
a neat dance production, which includes 
taps, high kicks, a musical comedy rou- 
tine, piano and banjo playing, singing 
and some marvelous contortion dancing 
by Miss Lea. Made a good closer.

Henry Burbig and the Funnyboners, 
from radio, headlined this bill, which 
was nothing extra, but good enough to 
get by here. Not enough good comedy 
on the bill. Burbig got the bulk of what 
there was, Franklyn D’Amore and Le 
Paul doing comedy only as a side issue 
in their novelty turns. Bill ran a bit 
too long. Week-Ends Only (Fox) was 
the feature, and business was way off. 

Three Londons do a spotty turn. The 
trampoline and casting work of the two 
men is excellent, but the comedy by 
the girl is very weak. Should stick to 
straight work, as the weak comedy only 
— up the act. Got a good hand 
ere. 

Le Paul, youthful card manipulator, 
provided swell entertainment with his 
skillful handling of playing cards. He is 
Slick and holds close interest, but weak- 
ens the turn by prolonging each bit and 


not getting sufficient variety in the 
routine. Uses a couple of plants for 
laughs. 


Emily Van Losen, blond dancer, heads 
an unconventional flash, assisted by an 
adagio trio and a girl and two boys. 
Everybody dances, and for the most part 
dances well and gets good scenic and 
lighting backing. Not a great act, but 
Pleasing visually and with a punchy 
Close. 

Franklyn D’Amore is assisted by Jack 
Lane in a rough knockabout turn in 
Which both take a hard drubbing and 
also do some nifty strength-taking 
stunts.

Well, the State and its next-door 
neighbor, the Palace, are on equa! foot- 
ing now, so it appears that Loew is going 
to fight it out hammer and tongs with 
RKO over the Broadway vaudefilm busi- 
ness. Don't have to worry much about 
pictures here, but they’ve got to get 
busy on their stage shows. 

This week’s layout is a pretty good 
one, the five-acter playing up three 
“names,” Ben Alley, Buck and Bubbles 
and Benny Davis. Still the show doesn’t 
play right with the overabundance of 
singing and legwork. No letup on it 
from the time the deuce spot act comes 
on. Two closing acts, tho, contain 
plenty of sock and more than satisfy 
the audience. These are Buck and 
Bubbles and Davis. As usual, business 
was slow in coming in at the first show 
Opening day, but was doing all right at 
the start of the second. Film is Jean 
Harlow in Red-Headed Woman. 

Du Ponts, standard juggling turn, do 
a honey of an opening act. Has punch 
via a load of skillful juggling and a few 
laughs from neat comedy touches. Male 
of the team does most of the work, with 
his partner helping nicely. Fared well. 

Ben Alley, radio singer, follows to 
start the avalanche of singing and danc- 
ing turns. This artist has a good voice 
and uses songs well suited for him. Un- 
less the p.-a. syStem was at fault this 
show, Alley has a big enough voice to 
do without a mike. His voice was bang- 
ing up against the rafters. The folks 
liked him to the extent of a good mit- 
ting. 

Carl Shaw and Company do plenty 
well in trey with their dancing, comedy 
and singing act. Everything can be for- 
gotten in the act except Shaw's legwork 
and delightful personality. This kid isa 
sock hoofer if there ever was one, dish- 
ing routines that are surefire. And with 
it all he’s got a world of energy and 
charm. Assisting mixed team are just 
okeh. Chalked up a near show-stop, 
calling for a curtain spiel. 

Buck and Bubbles, coming over from 
the Capitol, next-to-close and do their 
usual mopping up. Batted a perfect 
laugh and applause score. These colored 
boys are certainly a clever pair of per- 
formers. Get a flock of laughs for their 
clowning and wallop with their hot 
ivory tickling. legwork and singing. 

Benny Davis and Gang are the ideal 
closer. Tremendous applause all during 
the 36 minutes, and that long running 
time doesn’t seem so Jong at all. That’s 
due to good old showman, Benny, who 
m. c.’s swell and keeps those kids mov- 
ing fast. He's got a strong array of 
talent with him. Each kid draws a big 
reception, with the biggest plaudits 
given to Martha Raye, Ray Sax, Jackie 
Green and Sis and Buddy Roberts.

With a vaude show such as the Ford- 
ham had on tap this half, it’s no wonder 
that the house is suffering from bad 
business and that vaude will be dropped 
for the summer July 23. Certainly an 
awful booking job. The five acts, as a 
layout, made slow and uninteresting en- 
tertainment for the 71-minute running 
time. Fault rested with the similarity 
of acts, four of the five going in for 
singing and dancing. By the time the 
flash closer came on, the audience was 
pretty well worn out. Lucky, tho, that 
“Fatty” Arbuckle and the radio act, Sim- 
mons and McCoy, were there to give the 
bill some appeal, but it didn’t help 
much. Film was Ann Harding in West- 
ward Passage. Business was off. 

The house will have a tough time 
when it goes into a straight picture pol- 
icy for the summer. Two grind movie 
houses border it with next-door proxim- 
ity, while a few blocks away there are 
three other movie grinders and Loew's 
Paradise (vaudefilmer). Certainly an 
overseated condition. 

Pirate Queens (six girls) opened with 
a dancing and singing turn, faring to 
rippling applause. The girls are okeh 
at acro routines, but they're showed off 
in poor light by the getup of the -act. 
It’s been carelessly gotten together, with 
no appeal. 

Bernice and Foran deuced, and still 
the show didn’t get started. Made up 
of comedy and dancing, and nothing 
worth while except the legging of Ber- 
nice. The comedy gab is handled mild- 
ly and worst of all it consists of old 
gags. Fair applause at their getaway. 

Mary McCoy and Robert Simmons, 
aided by Major and Minor, a radio quar-

tet, finally gave the bill some value with 
their singing and piano act. The billed 
duo, especially Miss McCoy, have beaut 
voices, a perfect blend for harmony 
numbers.

Would be a neat act if 
staged properly as there are several folks 
in it who have corking talent. These 
are the boy team, who hoof and fiddle, 
and the mixed hoofing team, who sock 
with a tap-toe solo. Rest comprises a 
sister dancing team and a quartet of 
singers, the latter not so forte.

With Scarface as the feature picture, 
Manager Ackerman won’t have to worry 
much about business this half. The 
house was filled at the first show de- 
spite the warm weather outside.

The 
other acts got by nicely, but that’s all. 
Vaude was preceded by an overture by 
Milt Franklyn’s pit men, with Frank- 
lyn doing a one-man band stunt. 

Ann and George Schuler opened with 
six minutes of punchy acrobatic stunt- 
ing. They use plenty of props for 
and perch stunts, 
with the woman outstanding as the un- 
derstander in some of the difficult feats. 

Bernard and Henrie, two women, man- 
aged to get by nicely enough with their 
harmonizing and hot-cha gestures. One 
of them is settled at the piano, while 
the other intersperses the songs with a 
few gags. Their energetic delivery does 
a lot to cover their deficiency in singing. 
Grabbed a good hand. 

Ben Marks and Company drew a 
steady run of laughs despite the thin- 
ness in comedy material.

Jack Pepper does very little singing, 
but lets his two stooges run riot and 
pull down the laughs.

Hart and Kingston deuced and failed 
to score. These girls forget that the 
double-entendre stuff needs a lot of 
talent to get it by. The blonde of the 
duo is vivacious enough, but pulls her 
lines a mite to slow. Costuming of the 
two is excellent and adds plenty to the 
act. Medley of songs at finish is what 
saved this one here. If the rest of the 
material had been of the same order, it 
would have been a different story all 
around. 


Radiolites, which goes in heavy for 
yodeling over the mikes, scored a sock 
Numbers come over the p.-a. system 
smoothly and quickly, and are variated 
enough to please everybody. Fem pi- 
anist does the announcing, plus some 
fine playing, altho overdoing the hand 
flips a bit. Quartet, besides doing num- 
bers singly, join in for the choruses. 
Medley of pop numbers almost a shows 
stopper. 

Bob Carney, assisted (or annoyed) by 
Gertrude Green and Harry Pollard, crew 
the next to closing. The girl shapes up 
like a comer, her hoofing strongly remi- 
niscent of Ruby Keeler. The pansy 
bits Carney uses thruout the act are a 
little overdone and could stand plenty 
scissoring.

Quite a contrast in shows this week at 
the Paramounts in Brooklyn and New 
York—here they go in for shows that’s 
more neighborhood entertainment, while 
at the Broadway de luxer it’s the “names.” 
Show here has some b.-o. talent also, 
Sylvia Froos and Colonel Stoopnagle and 
Budd, but outside of that it is Just a 
stage-band policy, fronted by an m. ¢., 
Ed Lowry, and specialty people. 

The layout is o. k. as entertainment 
goes, but there seemed to be something 
lacking. ‘This is noticed when the brief 
58-minute running time seems much 
longer. More sock would have helped 
and also a gabbing turn. The spieling 
sessions are handled by Stoopnagle and 
Budd and Lowry but it is not enough. 
Sufficient singing, music and hoofing, tho, 
Nothing much is offered in the way of 
production. 

Show is called Stars of the Air, so billed 
because of the appearances of Miss Froos 
and Stoopnagle and Budd. Both radio 
acts do their stuff in swell style and poll 
prolonged returns. Miss Froos has @ 
great radio voice, warbling well-chosen 
pop tunes in a masterful way. Stoop- 
nagle and Budd are a corking pair of 
hoke gabbers, tho their forte is imitating 
well-known characters. 

Lowry shapes up as a pleasant m. ¢., 
one who doesn’t overstep the bounds of 
his job of introducing acts and keeping 
things humming nicely between acts. 
He’s got a delightful personality, together 
with a neat way of gabbing and selling 
songs. 

The specialty people are plenty helpful. 
There’s Tom, Dick and Harry, who fare 
big as hoke artists. They’re not original, 
using stuff that’s been done by the Dia- 
mond Boys, Three Sailors and others, but, 
disregarding this, the kids handle it all 
excellently. Vivian Faye goes big also 
with her dancing specialty. She’s 2 
graceful and classy toe stepper, with 
dervishes her forte. Then there's Louis 
Prima, of the stage band, who solos with 
a hotcha warble into the p.-a. system 
along with hot trumpet blowing. 

Business was good atthe last show 
tonight. Film is Lady and Gent, with 
George Bancroft and Wynne Gibson.

Style—Flash. Settings—In one and full 
stage (specials).

A 12-people flash that has some origi- 
nality and is nicely embellished, but 
nevertheless does not make much of an 
impression. The cast consists of three 
ballroom teams, a mixed singing duo, a 
boy hoofing team and a sister dance 
team. The idea of six teams in One act 
is not bad, but putting the ballroom 
teams in the same scenes could have 
been done much more effectively than 
it was.

Style—Imitations.. Setting—In two (spe- 
cial). Time—Fifteen minutes. 


This girl has a swell front, which she 
depends on more than her delivery. Her 
imitations are all done straight, an 
while her material is okeh, her tone is 
the seme all thru the act. Material is 
along the sketch order, with Astaire’s 
male accompanist in on the dialog—act- 
ing as a judge. Which is a good stunt 
to bring on the applause. 

Routine includes bits of Fifi D’Orsay, 
Bee Lillie, Gracie Allen, Bert Lahr, Lydia 
Roberti and Ed Wynn. The last being 
done as an encore along the style of 
Wynn’s radio work. That her vocal con- 
trol is not so forte was exhibited in her 
Lydia Roberti bit, in which she went 
haywire on the singing assignment. The 
imitation of Bee Lillie doing her w.-k. 
There Are Fairies in the Bottom of Our 
Garden, was her best, but failed to click 
here. 

Nevertheless, due to some swell staging 
and careful costuming, plus nice light- 
ing, the act should get by.

Ben Beyer 


Reviewed at the Madison, Brooklyn, 
Style—Bicycle novelty. Setting—Full. 
Time—Fourteen minutes. 

When caught here Beyer was showing 
in a house full of friends, which might 
have accounted for some of the excellent 
reception. Strictly on its merits, It is 
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just am average trick bike act and slight- 
ly old-fashioned. Beyer knows his stuff 
as far as his pedal work is concerned, but 
his routine isn’t very startling from the 
viewpoint of strong stunts, 

+ Turn opens with Beyer coming on in 
tramp makeup, and a trick horse and 
auto affair, which he quickly discards. 
Immediately goes into his bike routine, 
which includes a hoke blind ride. Finish 
has him on top a one-wheel affair and, 
as an encore, exhibits some fine trick 
stuff on same wheel. 

Hard to judge how much of the ap- 
plause was for the act or for him, con- 
sidering a lot of people out front knew 
him. As an opener, which it was here, 
the act will get by. M. 


Hall Johnson’s Negro Singers 
With Three Dancing Cadets 
Reviewed at the Academy. Style— 
Mized chorus and dancing. Setting—In 


one and three (specials). Time—Fifteen 
minutes. 


Hall Johnson is recognized as one of 
America’s leading interpreters of Negro 
spirituals and his choirs have appeared 
on the concert stage. But in vaudeville 
Johnson, or whoever staged the act, has 
made a big mistake. Instead of letting 
the choir remain a concert act and thus 
bring something different to vaude, the 
act has been staged on the style of a 
Harlem revue. Thus the choir loses its 
dignity and the attempt to bring it down 
to the level of neighborhood audiences 
turns it into just another Harlem flash. 

There is an emsee, flippant and 
typically Harlem, who is out of place in 
the act. Then there is a hoofing trio, 
the Dancing Cadets, spotted in the mid- 
dle. They are not bad as hoofers, but 
just don’t belong. The choir itself, com- 
posed of 20 mixed voices and Johnson 
himself, is spotted for three numbers. 
First is Is That Religion?, then comes 
a revival number called Emancipation 
Day and the third is St. James Infirmary 
in hot Harlem style. First number is 
done “in one” and the singers are crowd- 
ed. Not an effective presentation. Second 
is “in full” and much better, while the 
last is on the apron and done very well. 

Vocal work in all three numbers is ex- 
cellent, but the staging is very bad. With 
proper embellishment and routining, and 
with the dancers and emsee out, this 
act should be okeh for any house.

Karoli and Swanson 


Reviewed at Paradise, Bronz. Style— 
Perch novelty. Setting—In two. Time— 
Seven minutes. 


This two-men perch novelty, Karoli 
and Swanson, probably has some con- 
nection with a similar act that was 
around seasons ago under the billing of 
Karoli Brothers. It’s a good act, self- 
sufficient as an opener for speed and 
thrill. The duo work well and employ 
effective stunts. 

Major stunting is perch, but the team 
splits it up by injecting a few juggling 
and balancing bits. The three perch 
stunts are good, building up to the sock 
one used for the finish. In the latter 
the understander balances the pole with 
his partner atop on his forehead, clicking 
when he assumes a sitting posture on the 
floor and gets up again. Uses his head 
and shoulder for balancing the other 
perches, 

Opened the five-acter here and got it 
started nicely. 8. H. 


Don Redman 
and His 


Connie’s Inn Orchestra 


Reviewed at the State. Style—Musical, 
singing and dancing. Setting-—Full stage 
(special). Time—Twenty-two minutes. 


Another of Harlem’s music masters 
comes to vaude with a band act. This 
time it’s Don Redman, baton waver at 
Connie’s Inn and composer of pop tunes, 
including How’m I Doin’. He's got a 
swell turn, but there are a lot of faults 
associated with its newness that have 
to be corrected. The act is replete with 
scorching music and neat specialties, 
especially the show-stopping Red and 
Strugge, Lindy hoppers. 

Redman has 13 boys in his crew, and 
they’re as capable a bunch of hot and 
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low-down musicians as one could want. 
When they play it is for anybody to 
keep their feet still. The group num- 
bers are certainly A-1 and the instru- 
mental specialties are just as good. Red- 
man doesn’t stick to baton waving. He 
also does the announcements, sings and 
solos on horns. Use a p.-a. system as 
they do at Connie’s. 

For specialties Redman couldn't have 
been given a better act-stopper than 
Red and Strugge, Lindy hoppers who 
have been around in several band acts. 
They've got a style of their own and it’s 
a beaut. A Broadway revue should grab 
them. Other specialties are vocal, com- 
ing from Mary Dixon and an unbilled 
boy. Both aren’t given the proper build- 
up, with Miss Dixon’s nifty blues voice 
wasted on an old tune like You're Driv- 
ing Me Crazy. 

Act closed the show here and walloped.

Louis Sobel 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Per- 
sonal appearance. Setting—In one and 
three (cyc.). Time—Twelve minutes. 

It took years of dreaming and careful 
study before most vaudevillians “made” 
the Palace, but Louis Sobel stepped from 
behind a typewriter in The New York 
Evening Journal’s office to the Palace 
stage without previous footlight experi- 
ence. For about 10 minutes he made 
the bluff good, but once he stepped from 
behind the desk and shielding mike and 
doffed the snap-brimmed skimmer, he 
was in a daze. After two minutes of 
nervous fumbling with Richy Craig Jr. 
and the latter’s stooge, Mildred Tully, 
Sobel exited with probably a great sigh 
of relief. 

Playing the Palace for Sobel means 
writing and reading a new column every 
day, along with filling a double galley 
for The Journal on Broadway matters. 
This is plenty tough, but is it as tough 
as trying to amuse a hinterland audi- 
ence four times daily? The Palace no 
longer draws from the Broadway crowd, 
and those coming from the sticks hard- 
ly know the Main stem’s personalities 
about whom _ Sobel reminisces ‘&and 
gags thru the p.-a. system. Sobel is a 
freak headliner in a theater which has 
lost its appeal to those who know of 
and about Sobel. 

The columnist has two important 
items in his favor. One is a trained 
radio voice and the other excellent writ- 
ing ability. So long as his fingers can 
run over a typewriter’s keys and he can 
read what he writes, he will at least pass 
in a theater. Nobody had seen Sobel’s 
act before he stepped on the stage. After 
it was over his agent was more surprised 
than the amateur actor on his compara- 
tively good showing. 

Sobel’s appearance in a buff-colored 
sport coat and light flannel trousers is 
directly opposite to his usual conserva- 
tive appearance. Sitting behind the desk 
and talking into the mike, with the hat 
for further atmosphere, he looked more 
like a newspaper man than did Heywood 
Broun when the latter played the Pal- 
ace, or Mark Hellinger, who last year 
appeared at Loew’s State. Sobel’s act is 
better than Broun’s, but Hellinger’s turn 
was a production. Walter Winchell, who 
also appeared at the Palace, cannot be 
compared with Sobel because of his pre- 
vious stage experience. Even Winchell, 
tho, should not insist upon a decision. 

Sobel's stage appearances are limited 
to New York—but there are very few 
vaude spots left in this city. J.8 


The Theodores 


Reviewed at the Fordham, Bronz. 
Style—Dancing, singing and musical. 
Setting—In one and full stage (specials). 
Time—Thirteen minutes. 


Five people make up this flash and 
show all the earmarks of having ema- 
nated too early from a rehearsal hall. 
Routining and numbers displayed un- 
finished qualities, and the performances 
of the cast revealed an uncertainty in 
performing that comes with newness. 
Just another case for conclusive proof as 
to the need of break-in time. Here’s 
an act that has something, but needs 
work to bring it out. 

The Theodores are evidently the dance 
trio, who open with an adagio routine 
and in the rest of their numbeys do ball- 
room numbers. They're not so forte at 
adagio, but have a nice style in doing 
the ballroom stuff. The two boys are 
finished dancers, but the girl showed 
nervousness in her work. Their finishing 
item is impressive, with one of the males 
doubling at whip cracking and knife 
throwing in carrying out the apache 
theme of the number. 

Assist is given them by two girls, who 
offer harmony music and singing. They 


are okeh as talent, but lack showman- 
ship in their work. Their style calls for 
salesmanship. Both sing nicely and one 
of the girls plays a mean accordion. 
Closed fairly here. S. H. 


Jean and Angie Queen 


Reviewed at Loew’s Boulevard. Style— 
Dancing. Setting—In one. Time—Five 
minutes. 


Two girls, a blonde and a brunet, who 
do a straight hoofing routine. They 
work “in one” and in blue and green 
costumes. It’s hoofing all the way thru, 
with no break of any sort and no at- 
tempt at novelty. Altho the dancing is 
not bad, neither is it strong enough to 
carry a whole act. The girls would be 
okeh as specialists in a flash, but lack 
strength enough to be on their own. 

Routine consists of acrobatic tap, a 
bit of Russ stepping and some military 
tapping. Girls work as a team all the 
way and do competitive hoofing. The 
brisk military tapping provides them 
with a good getaway and they closed here 
to a fair hand. Girls should get more 
variety in their dancing and, if possible, 
work in costume changes. A better bal- 
ance between duo and solo work would 
help, too. P. D. 


Renard and Rome 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—Comedy and singing. Setting—In 
one. Time—Thirteen minutes. 

Nat Renard, who headed many comedy 
acts the last few seasons, is in a brand- 
new act with Bert Rome, formerly of 
Rome and Dunn. The combination is 
not such a happy one. There are spots 
that are very funny, but in general the 
act is slow and the routine does not 
build up to a strong getaway. 

The opening has Rome singing into a 
hand mike, while Renard does a satire on 
radio announcing. Renard’s spiel is one 
of the act’s funniest moments. Rome 
then sings Making the Best of Each 
Day, Renard answerigg with a parody on 
the same tune. Thi¥# works into a waltz 
comedy bit, which is at least different 
if not especially funny. Then another 
song by Rome, That’s Why Darkies Were 
Born, and Renard again parodies it. 
Rome has a rich and robust voice. He 
does straight, while Renard handles the 
comedy. 

Despite the capability of each per- 
former, the act does not click. It could 
be speeded up and Renard should dis- 
card his parodies for straight talk. He 
is much funnier at mugging and gagging 
than at singing. P. D.

(Reviewed Wednesday Evening, July 13) 


Despite a red-hot night, house was 
almost capacity downstairs, which is not 
a bad sign. Show itself is backed by a 
strong cast, but the tempo of the en- 
tertainment could have been speeded 
up a little, notwithstanding the fact 
that the quality of the fare was good. 
But who would be so crazy as to get 
Overheated om an off-season night in 
July? Scenes and ballets were more like 
straight musical comedy, and little, if 
any, attempt at the usual rough stuff 
was in evidence. Big numbers were at- 
tractively presented, colorful and well 
mounted. Chorus of 20-odd girls had 
an easy routine. A little more hoke com- 
edy wouldn't have hurt. Seems like 
the shows here are really getting too 
refined. 

Cast is probably as strong a one as 
ever held forth here. The men are Harry 
Steppe, Steve Mills, Lou Devine, on the 
comic end; John Grant, Buddy Abbott, 
straight; John Kane, character, and Ray 
Parsons, juvenile. Feminine principals 
are Evelyn Meyers, platinum blond tease 
specialist from the West: Mlle. Verne, 
who, like Miss Meyers, offers clever strip 
specialties, and includes a bit of dance; 
Elvia Herndon, redhead, who knows her 
stuff and is competent; Lillian Dixon, 
who has been holding forth here for 
some time, assisting in talk and in 
Scenes, as well as doing her specialties; 
Jacques Wilson, favorite talk woman, re- 
cently returned, and Dolores Leland, as 
usual a tower of strength with her 
versatile Oriental movements, and the 
Reed Sisters. 

Show packs plenty of sock entertain- 
ment early in the first act, particularly 
the big numbers gorgeously staged and 
the talent used to excellent advantage. 
Expense has not been spared in this di- 
rection, and the absence of legit enter- 
tainment on the street may have been 
taken into consideration. At least it 
should have been. 

Second act also held some fine num- 
bers, including posing of the models. 
Some of the larger scenes included the 
French pantomime handled from the 
runway by Steve Mills, who explained 
the situation, while Miss Dixon, as the 
wife; Grant, as the husband, and Ray 
Parsons, as the artist, went thru their 
silent comedy on the stage. The pool- 
room scene, with Kane as the old but 
not hardened criminal, contributed the 


dramatic touch, while -some of the 
shorter scenes included the one with 
Lou Devine, as the photographer, and 


Jacques Wilson, as the woman who mis- 
understands his mission. Miss Herndon 
worked in this scene also. Harry Steppe 
and Buddy Abbott offered a policeman 
bit. with other members of the cast 
helping out.

where is this dearth of headline material 
RKO’s Palace has been crying about? 
With “names” of the type that have been 
playing the Capitol and Paramount late- 
ly, the Palace could have remained in 
two-a-day vaude and made money. This 
was proven at the vaudefilmer last sum- 
mer. 

After the present Capitol layout draws 
them in, those sitting in the rear por- 
tion of the floor and the back of the shelf 
miss a good deal of what is going on be- 
cause of Lew Cody's inability to make 


himself heard despite the mikes and 
speakers. Or, perhaps the p.-a. system 
was not juiced sufficiently during his 


session on the stage at the last show to- 
night. Only those in the first few rows 
laughed at his gags and applauded what 
appeared to be a dramatic bit. In a Holly- 
wood satire with Una Merkel, Cody still 
couldn’t be understood, altho the co- 
medienne was heard in the rear row, 

Miss Merkel’s “Dumb Dora” work with 
Benny, buiit around a shoe-string movie 
producer, and her kissing bit later with 
Cody and the emsee, fared very well. If 
she could be weaned away from pictures, 
Miss Merkel would be excellent for legit. 
She has everything in her favor. 

Jean Hersholt was on the stage for the 
shortest time of the three screen “‘names,” 
doing a dramatic bit from Unashamed, 
which is current on the Capitol’s screen 
Introduced by Benny, he made up in full 
view of the audience, donning a gray 
wig, before going into the sentimental 
monolog. He was accorded an excellent 
reception on his entrance and bows, altho 
a good part of his routine was also barely 
heard in the rear. 

Anna May Wong sang five numbers, 
three of them specials, entirely too late 
in the layout for her to retain her ef- 
feetiveness. It was a murderous spot for 
her, especially following Armida’s stronger 
singing and vivacious dancing. The lat- 
ter, a Gus Edwards’ protegee, caught on 
with the mob immediately. Benny, how- 
ever, stalled much too long with her on 
the apron before allowing her to make 
an exit. 

Benny is as effective here as he was at 
the Paramount a couple of months ago, 
the p.-a. system helping him a great deal 
His quips landed nearly 100 per cent, de- 
spite the fact that his mugging, an im- 


portant part of his style of comedy, was 
lost. Benny Baker, Lou Holtz’s stooge, is 
on for just one laugh, Benny later ex- 
plaining he is paying him $1 every show 
Baker, on the basis of four shows daily 
and five Saturdays and Sundays, will get 
$30 for the week. He was recognized by 


a good part of the audience, which speaks 
a great deal for Holtz 

Abe Lyman’s corking orchestra took up 
the show's first 12 minutes on the stage, 
later switching to the pit.

Coast city drafting law to 
kill nude indie shows— 
will help burlesque 


LOS ANGELES, July 18. — After a 
heated discussion on the _ censorship 
ordinance proposed by Mayor John C. 


Porter, the Los Angeles city council re- 
ferred the matter to the city attorney 
for redrafting. 

The ordinance was submitted by 
Mayor Porter on June 24 and provided 
that the police commission may revoke 
the license of any show, theater, or other 
place of amusement or entertainment 
where any lewd, indecent or immoral 
show, performance of entertainment is 
permitted to be performed. 

When interviewed by The Billboard 
representative, Mayor Porter said he had 
been moved to prepare this ordinance 
by the constant stream of complaints 
that have been coming to his office per- 
taining to the lewd and indecent shows 
on Main street 

To fully comprehend the need for 
such an ordinance The Billboard repre- 
sentative visited several of the stand-up 
girl shows and burlesque houses now 
operating on Main street Four were 
found in old stores, where for 10 cents 
you could see three of four girls do a 
shimmy and muscle dance. 

If proposed ordinance goes thru it 
will clean up this situation, and man- 
agers of thé better burlesque houses in 
town are anxious for such a piece of 
legislation.

Equity Insists 
Way Back to 


Road Only. 
Prosperity 


Wants indie house owners 


on road to finance shows— 


deplores managers’ attitude of shooting all on one opus— 
bewails overvaluation of theater property 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Equity has a remedy for the rebirth of the legit thea- 
ter. It declares that the “road” in its heyday was the backbone of the business. It 
was there that the money was made—not in New York. Listing what it has de- 
termined by a survey among showmen to be the basic causes of the present 
unhappy state of the stage, it either directly of by inference blames the gambling 
practices of the managers ir. pyramiding their profits instead of setting aside funds 


for future maintenance 
thereby risking friendly relations with 
employees and the public. 


The disorganization of the managers, 
who have never succeeded in getting to- 
gether in one harmonious group, and the 
tendency of cities and towns thruout 
the country to overvalue theater prop- 
erties for taxation purposes. 

Toward the managers’ wails that the 
stagehands’ and musicians’ unions have 
brought about part of the trouble by 
exorbitant demands, Equity maintains a 
neutral attitude except to observe that 
this impression is not only confined to 
the managers but that the genera] pub- 
jic has also come to believe that to be 
true. . 

Equity further bewails the fact that 
what with hundreds of houses available 
thruout the country anxious to play legit 
attractions, whereas in the last few years 
they have turned them away, it is nigh 
almost impossible to secure enough finan. 
cial backing to take advantage of this 
new condition. 

They present a plan which allows for 
the individual house owner in the smaller 
towns tc help finance attractions. This 
plan was suggested some two seasons ago, 
but to no avail at that time because the 
managers felt that they could still get 
shows. But now since many of these 
same houses have been dark quite some 
time, Equity feels that if the proposi- 
tion were to be presented again it stands 
an excellent chance of becoming a 
reality. 


Barrymores Eat, Too 


NEW YORK, July 16.—The Barrymores 
eat, too, and like ordinary mortals they 
occasionally forget to pay the grocer. 
So on the strength of an affidavit pre- 
sented by William Yanny, a _ process 
server of Mamaroneck, County Judge 
John B. Coyle, of White Plains, signed 
an order permitting him to serve Ethel 
Barrymore by leaving the papers with 
her servants or tacking them on her 
door. It is alleged that she owes a 
grocery bill of %509.04. 

The process server told the court that 
he had made 17 visits to the Barrymore 
home since April and he was of the 
opinion that this, in his mind (and in 
others), could be construed as evasion 
of service. 

Miss Barrymore is at present engaged 
in making a picture in Hollywood for 
MGM, costarring with her brothers, 
Lionel and John.

MPO’s Take Cuts 


NEW YORK, July 16.—That the mem- 
bers of the IATSE thruout the country 
are in accord with the views expressed 
at their recent annual convention, at 
which the speakers suggested that the 
locals accept work at any price within 
the manager’s ability to pay, is shown 
by several recent developments. 

Altho the two-year agreement between 
the exhibitors and operators in Milwau- 
kee did not expire until September 1, a 
new contract for a year has been ap- 
proved, reducing the scale for the sum- 
mer months, Operators in first-run 
houses, except the Wisconsin, are receiv- 
ing $77.70 for a 42-hour week. The Wis- 
consin scale is $81.90. This is approxi- 
mately a 10 per cent cut. 

In the Detroit suburban theaters the 
union agreed to take a 20 per cent cut 
until November 1, after which the scale 
is to revert to the present rate if busi- 
ness has increased sufficiently to war- 
rant the step. 

Scale reductions averaging 23 per cent, 
effective for the next 10 weeks, have 
been voluntarily accepted by opera- 
tors in Pittsburgh. 


Conroy Buys ‘Congo Special’ 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Congo Special, 
a play by William Jourdan Rapp and 
William M. Sweet, which has been re- 
ported on the production schedules of 
various producers, has found a new 
berth. This time it is due under the 
sponsorship of Frank Conroy, actor-pro- 
ducer, who was recently represented by 
The Man Who Changed His Name. 

Rapp is the author of Harlem and 
Whirlpool, besides several published but 
unproduced efforts. 


Orange, L. A. House, Opens

house of L. A., opened July 13 with the 
stage play Conflict. Ida Soghar in the 
lead. Two matinees per week are sched- 
uled, with 25 cents to $1 top.

And jealousy runs rampant, 
especially among the younger directors 
along the Rialto, who as a rule know 
each other very well. Once one of them 
gets a chance to go to Hollywood on a 
contract the rest of them immediately 
belittle his talents. 

Conditions in picture business on the 
West Coast being what they are, where 
even a contract worker can get the ax on 
a moment’s notice due to internal 
politics, as soon as the emigre from New 
York reaches the studios he immediately

jealous home talent has discovered, and 
is simply a forerunner of a series of 
similar letters the young hopeful sends 
out like a chain letter. The real idea in 
back of it all is a safeguarding measure 
whereby the contract holder, who quickly 
discovers he hasn’t the stuff to make 
good and knows his contract won’t be 
renewed, is taking this means of saving 
his face before he is shipped home. 


Upon receiving several of these letters 
the recipient immediately starts con- 
tacting the Eastern office of the picture 
company his pal works for and proceeds 
to sell himself for the same job. 


Maude Adams 
Fights Suit 


Objects to showing records 
of “Merchant of Venice” in 
before trial examination 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Maude Adams, 
thru her attorneys, has succeeded in 
partially blocking John D. Williams’ mo- 
tion in the Supreme Court, calling for 
her to produce records concerning the 
production of The Merchant of Venice. 
Williams claims that he is entitled to at 
least $203,000 partly as his share of the 
profits and for general damages. The 
suit is also filed against Mitchell L. 
Erlanger and the Erlanger Productions, 
Inc. Miss Adams, in her answer to the 
suit, declares that the records of the 
production were not material to Wil- 
liams’ suit. 

Williams asserts that he conceived the 
idea of bringing Miss Adams back to 
the stage, worked with her for a year 
or more in preparation for the revival 
and then the star cut loose from him. 
Eventually she made her appearance 
sponsored solely by the Erlangers, to 
whom he had brought her with the 
understanding that they were merely to 
finance the tour. 

It was learned severa] months ago 
that Williams thru his lawyers had vari- 
ously attempted to serve The Merchant 
of Venice company without success, be- 
cause the show never played in the State 
of New York. And thru legal technicali- 
ties was unable to secure an injunction 
against the show continuing in other 
States. Which fact more or less accounts 
for the nonappearance of the star in 
town, when it was conceded that if she 
had the show probably would have done 
capacity business. 

When Miss Adams’ return to the stage 
was first announced Williams was under- 
stood to be both the producer and direc- 
tor, the subsequent developments which 
had him out in the cold quite surprising 
the trade. 

Trans-continental tour of the show 
met with varying success, and as a 
whole the tour was understood to have 
netted a fair amount of dough. But 
Williams is not suing particularly for 
a share in the profits, but is asking 
mainly for personal damages. 


Wife Says Ziggy O. K. 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Friends of 
FPlorenz Ziegfeld were informed by his 
wife, Billie Burke, that, altho he is con- 
fined to a New Mexico sanatorium, he 
is not seriously ill, but was taken there 
as a precautionary measure and for 
Observation. Ziegfeld has been under 
doctor’s care almost continuously since 
the last edition of the Follies. 

Billie Burke is also on the West Coast 
engaged in making a motion picture. 


D. D. Wiman Perks U 

NEW YORK, July 16.—Dwight Deere 
Wiman, having dropped the idea of pre- 
senting another edition of The Little 
Show, because he thought business con- 
ditions were against its success, has ac- 
quired two new plays which he intends 
producing early next season. They are 
Bad Manners, by William R. Jutte and 
Dana Burnett, the play that has been in 
(or on) his desk a number of months, 
and is a dramatization of Christopher 
Morley’s novel, Thunder on the Left, by 
Jean Ferguson Black. And if he ever 
gets around to it Wiman intends to do 
a musical version of The Command To 
Love, with Irene Bordoni.

HE success of Rose Franken’s Another 
T Language, which Arthur Beckhard 

displayed before a startled world at 
the tail end of spring when everybody 
thought that the season had been safely 
stowed away, brings up a question that 
happens to be an old one to this depart- 
ment. Your reporter, if anybody remem- 
bers (tee-hee! he thinks somebody re- 
members), thought the show was some- 
thing less than grand. He gave it, in 
fact, what is colloquially known as @ 
panning, saying that Miss Franken’s su- 
per-realistic portrait of a family of com- 
monplace meanness, smugness and hide- 
pound morality was embarrassing and 
uncomfortable to one who went to the 
imaginary world of the theater to get 
away from precisely those things in real 
life. 


For if, as we should, we view the the- 
ater or any other art purely as an escape 
from the horror, the relentless pressure, 
the soul-destroying mediocrity of ordi- 
nary life, then we must feel that Miss 
Franken’s piece has missed the primary 
purpose of its medium. All arts are 
paths out into the unknown for those 
souls which are tired of Terra Cognita; 
they are resting places, hiding places, for 
the bruised and the weary; they are the 
modern counterpart of the medieval 
Sanct iary. 

If you are thrown in with your own 
life when you enter under the marquee, 
then why go to the theater? If it is 
real life that you want to see 
from the orchestra seats you had better 
remain out on the curb for there you 
can see real life cheaper—and it will 
be infinitely nearer truth than it is in 
the work of any dramatist.

The revolt against reality, however, 
by no means rules any subject out of 
the theatrical scope. It is not the sub- 
ject chosen that makes realism; it is the 
attitude of the author. A street corner 
in certain literary hands has been made 
a strange, unusual and unreal thing; 
conversely, there have been those who 
showed us the very fields of fancy in 
such a way as to make them seem duller 
than the endless convolutions of O'Neill. 
The Lower Depths, certainly “realism” 
in the popular sense, takes us away and 
out of ourselves and gives us an emo- 
tional experience foreign and strange. 
Street Scene took the elements of true 
tragedy and made them seem shoddy and 
commonplace. 

A so-called realist is merely a lazy 
artist—or, rather, he is no artist at all. 
For it is the work of the artist, not to 
reflect nature, but to take nature and so 
transmute it thru his own personality 
that it becomes something strange and 
new. This the realist never does. His 
work is dramatic photography, not dra- 
matic art, and it differs just as widely 
from true art as the craftsmanship of a 
photographer differs from the art of 
painting. 

HIS transmutation of nature thru 

the artist’s personality is possible to 

any subject—and once it is accom- 
plished the finished labor is lifted frém 
the realn*s of realism into the field of 
art. Another Language, under another 
treatment, might have been to your re- 
porter a stirring and moving play. It 
is true that it possesses blistering indig- 
nation against the horrible Hallams, the 
middle-class family of its plot; but it 
does not give, as has occasionally been 
stated, satires of the members of the 
crew. Satire presupposes a comic and 
malicious overdrawing, and these people 
are entirely lifelike. Another Language 
might have been made a moving play; 
if its characters had been made satires 
instead of carbon copies, it might have 
been an exhilarating and venomously 
funny comedy of manners. But it was 
neither of these things. Its characters 
were copied from life, and left purposely 
unchanged by the author, and so it re- 
mains, fundamentally, an example of 
realism, an example, along with the more 
famous Street Scene and others, of what 
the theater can produce when it forgets 
that it is the theater and seeks to avoid 
its primary purpose by holding a mere 
mirror up to life. 


HE theater is essentially unreal, by 

the very limitations which it im- 

poses upon itself—which are im- 
posed upon it by its essential form. The 
theater, strangely enough, must remain 
unreal in order to give any impression of 
emotional reality—it must remain unreal 
in order to be effective. 


New York’s Legit Low 


NEW YORK, July 16.—There are only 
103 legit actors and actresses employed 
in town this week. This number, how- 
ever. is exclusive of chorus girls and 
boys, but takes in account only those 
listed‘in the programs as having speak- 
ing parts. Of this number but 34 are 
employed in dramatic and the balance, 
numbering 69, are in musicals. 

Even if one strikes a high average of 
#100 weekly for each performer, with 
Salaries being what they are, the entire 
salary list would scarcely amount up to 
the gross of what any large extravaganza 
last season was accustomed to pay out 
weekly. 


L. A. Shows Greet Olympics 


LOS ANGELES, July 18.—Every legiti- 
mate playhouse in L. A. will be open 
during the forthcoming Olympic Games. 
Mayan Theater opens July 20 with a 
two-act musical comedy, Footlites, with 
Claudia Dell, stage and screen star, in 
the leading role.

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Publishers Go After E. T. 
Royalties in Full Force 


Electrical transcriptions worth $1,000 for each 13- 
week program——Harms, Inc., in lead with earnings that 
average $500 in weekly royalties 


NEW YORK, July 18.—The dire need of music publishers seeking and building 
up additional sources of revenue, and the bright prospects furnished by the elec- 
trical transcription statements have resulted in all of the larger concerns establish- 
ing special departments and placing men in charge to co-operate in every way 
possible with the E. T. laboratories and advertising agencies. Statistics supplied the 
music men by Harry Fox, in charge of the E. T. collections for John G. Paine, who 
acts as agent and trustee for:the publishers, have proved that an average 13-week 


recorded program is good for $1,000 to 
$1,200 to the publisher whose music is 
used, or to the copyright owner. 


As recently mentioned in _ these 
columns, the music men expect that 
their total revenue from this source in 
1933 will be $250,000 and with this figure 
to shoot at, the larger concerns are out 
to get as large a slice of the business as 
possible. Men in charge of the depart- 
ments for the publishers will be at the 
beck and call of the laboratories and ad- 
vise them as to the restricted numbers 
and other material that may be avail- 
able, and also give information on good 
numbers yet to be brought out, but 
which will be riding by the time a pro- 
posed electrical transcription program is 
on the air, some weeks later. 


Harms, Inc., is leading the publishers 
with the highest amount of money 
earned. due for one thing to its many 
musical comedy numbers in its catalog. 
Harms has been averaging $2,000 per 
month from electrical transcription, 
while the other Class A publishing houses 
are averaging about half that sum. 


License fees are 25 and 50 cents per 
record per rendition on each station 
when copyrighted music is used. Addi- 
tional licenses granted by Fox for the 
publishers include one for “Toddy,” a 
new soft drink. Scott Howe Bowen is 
handling the account and has contracted 
for New England radio time as well as 
other independent periods. Puro-O- 
Later, an auto fuel accessory, has also 
been licensed, as well as Jantzen Knitting 
Miils, Portland, Ore.; Gray-Gone Labora- 
tories is another new licensee in Holly- 
wood ana recorded programs will be heard 
in this country and Mexico. Hygrade 
Sylvania Corporation, radio tube manu- 
facturers, will put out a strong E. T. 
program, according to its license. 

“Organlogs” are also being well taken 
care of by the publishers, since each of 
these movie sound reels bring in an 
average of $100 to $200 each.

ASCAP Forms Own Insurance Co.; 
Assumes $1,000,000 Liability 


NEW YORK, July 18.—For the first 
time in history of popular music or 
allied industries an organization will 
form its own insurance company for pur- 
pose of insuring its employees and mem- 
bers. Plans are now being perfected by 
the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers to assume the 
liability of nearly $1,000,000 in insurance 
policies due to failure to come to terms 
with an established organization. 

While insurance companies usually 
demand that group insurance be con- 
fined to employees of a single concern, 
the New York State insurance laws pro- 
hibit group insurance unless the group 
in question is employed by a single 
company or corporation. ‘I'nis situation 
and the determination of the ASCAP to 


place & minimum face-value policy of 
$1,000 in the hands of its employees and 
800 members finally resulted in the so- 
ciety forming its own insurance company. 


Funds for the payment of insurance 
that becomes due will be supplied from 
the general revenue of the organization. 
This will mean that such sums will be 
deducted from the money left for appor- 
tionment according to classification of 
the publisher and writer members. 
However, when evenly borne by the em- 
ployees and 800 members the actual pre- 
miums paid will be insignificant and 
probably the cheapest insurance per 
$1,000 in the world. E. C. Mills, general 
manager of ASCAP, is working out the 
details, along with Gene Buck, president. 


WIBA Defies U. of W.; 
Will Broadcast Games 


MADISON, Wis., July 18.—Defying an 
edict of the University of Wisconsin ath- 
letic department, radio station WIBA, 
operated here by the Badger Broadcast- 
ing Company, will carry direct play-by- 
play reports of all football games played 
at the local stadium. 


On grounds that broadcasts of games 
have a bad effect on gate receipts, the 
athletic department recently ruled that 
beginning this fall no radio reports will 
be permitted from the field. 


In a statement challenging the ath- 
letic department, the radio station man- 
agement issued the following: 


“If a newspaper reporter were barre 
from covering a public event, he would 
find a way to fulfill his assignment. 
The modern radio station, like a news- 
paper, is a quasi-public medium with a 
definite obligation to its listeners. Our 
plans are made. Additional equipment 
is being ordered from the West Coast 
which will enable us to cover all the 
home football games direct, just as 
efficiently as if we were seated on the 
sidelines.” 


The management of WIBA refused to 
give definite information as to what 
type of equipment will be used to de- 
feat the University’s ban on broadcast- 
ing. 


Atlantic City Bands 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 16,—This re- 
sort continues to go for “name” bands in 
a big way and at the present time is 
overrun with booking agents. Most 
places are changing on two-week dates. 
The latest inrush of orchestras include 
Lloyd Huntley and his Isle o’ Blues Or- 
chestra which, thru arrangements made 
with Music Corporation of America, is 
being featured at Auditorium ballroom. 


It also looks like Isham Jones is in 
for the season at the AmbasSador Grill. 
Johnny Brown and Great White Fleet 
orchestra comes for two-week stand at 
Garden Pier, starting Monday when 
Fletther Henderson goes out. Phil Em- 
erton and Diamonds are booked for 
Steel Pier. 


French Musicians Sue 


PARIS, July 16. — As a result of 
abrupt decision of the Opera Comique 
to close for three months, Manager Louis 
Masson is being sued for breach of con- 
tract by the French Syndicate of Mu- 
sicians, in behalf of the theater's pit 
musicians, On the score that they were 
not given sufficient advance notice of 
closing. 


Edwin Franeo Goldman Is 
Signed by NBC for Term 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Edwin Franko 
Goldman, musical director hailed as the 
“new march king,” has been signed for 
a term of years by the NBC artist bu- 
reau. In addition to being a prolific 
writer of marches he is best known for 
his concerts given with the aid of pub- 
lic spirited patronage. The 62-piece 
band led by Goldman is not in the 
NBC contract. 


Radio Imports to France 
Are Still Being Barred 


PARIS, July 11.—Promised relief to 
importers of American radio sets and 
parts has failed to materialize. The 
quota is still maintained at the same 
level as at the beginning of the year— 
319 metric quintals. Large supplies of 
radio sets in seaport warehouses will fill 
the quota immediately.

ITH sheet-music business at its 

lowest ebb in many a year, per- 

haps in all of its modern history, 
publishers are feverishly anxious to col- 
lect every thin dime they have coming, 
particular interest being centered on the 
ERPI and “bootleg” taxes on sound films 
not heretofore included in such pay- 
ments. That it will be settled out of 
court seems to be a foregone conclusion, 
since a cash settlement of more than 
$500,000 has already been offered the 
music men. Publishers figure they are 
rightfully entitled to approximately a 
million and a quarter. Should the sound 
equipment manufacturers raise the ante 
$250,000 above what they have already 
offered, there is a strong possibility that 
the publishers headed by John G. Paine, 
acting as agent and trustee of such 
moneys, will see the advantage of drop- 
ping the court litigation and stick to the 
old proverb of a bird in hand. Besides, 
a bird in hand right now ought to feel 
like a condor in size. 

This money will be proportioned 
among 150 publishers according to the 
points in their respective favor as in- 
dicated by the cue sheets used in syn- 
chronizing music on sound films. Thus, 
meetings are being held between attor- 
neys for both sides with the publishers 
on the side lines noting all developments 
and saying “yes” or “no.” 


NOTHER bit of trouble is the pre- 
dicament of the Plaza Music Com- 
pany, jobbers, whose sheet-music 

division is in difficulties. Publishers are 
owed about $40,000 by this concern, 
and altho it can’t pay off. it has always 
striven to sell music and do the best 
(See OBBLIGATOS on page 19)

ASCAP Agreement 
Not Yet Harmonized 


NEW YORK, July 18—Altho the 
Songwriters’ Protective Association has 
agreed to accept the new proposed 
standard form of agreement between 
writer and publisher, and the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers also ratified it, there is still a 
hitch which prevents a final closing of 
the matter. 

Just as the writers and composers 
feared, the publishers have decided to 
hold back their signatures, with the sup- 
posed only drawback being that the new 
contract remains only to be transposed 
into legal language, however, even with 
the language of the new standard form 
changed. Attorneys for the Music Pub- 
lishers’ Protective Association and the 
ASCAP refuse to let the agreement go 
thru. 

This afternoon all of the music pub- 
lishers will gather for luncheon at the 
Hotel Astor and endeavor to iron out ‘the 
objections of the lawyers and so prevent 
the matter again falling into an impasse. 
Proposed standard form was drawn up 
by Gene Buck and E. C. Mills at the re- 
quest of SPA officials. This contract 
proved okeh with the SPA and about all 
of the publishers. But the attorneys be- 
lieve they see future complications 
which the lay people do not. Should 
there be any further delay the writer- 
publisher condition will lapse into an- 
other chaotic state to the hindrance of 
both sides. John G. Paine, chairman of 
the board of the MPPA, will head the 
publishers at their gathering and he will 
make every possible effort to pin the 
objectors down to brass tacks. 


Program Reviews 


Stebbins Boys 


Reviewed Tuesday 7:30-7:45 p.m. Style 
Rural comedy sketch. Sponsor—Swift 
& Co. Station—WJZ (NBC network). 

Parker Fennelly and Arthur Allen have 
been holding forth for some time on this 
Swift program which gives the dairy 
products of the concern a brea. Broth- 
ers apparently own a store, one being 
stingy and quite conservative while the 
other is more progressive. Other char- 
acters appear at times to lend further 
color to the country store atmosphere. 
Pat Barnes “in person” is probably the 
man with the shotgun mentioned be- 


, low. 


When reviewed there seemed to be a 
squabble about hiring a surveyor, with 
the stingy one objecting to a five buck 
outlay, etc., and this particular character 
was difficult to follow most of the time. 
There may be such a thing as doing it 
too good. All of this part of the pro- 
gram seemed relatively unimportant to 
the closing portion of the skit wherein 
a dispute suddenly arose on the porch 
of the store between other characters. 
One of them objected to a woman whose 
hens laid eggs and otherwise despoiled 
the town statue. He threatened to shoot 
the hen and finally let go a blast out of 
the old single barrel, which, of course, 
did not harm biddy, but blew off the 
head of the replica of the hero in ques- 
tion. This part of the proceedings was 
pepped up and possibly okay to those 
listeners who go for that style of com- 
edy. Sponsors’ credits run rather thick 
as to the list of products and more in 
keeping with that of the forenoon fare. 

Seems like the early part of the pro- 
gram is for those who follow it the sev- 
eral nights a week it is on the ether, 
while the latter part serves not only as 
a build-up for the finale but for those 
who happen to tune in but once in a 
while. Naturally the program like others 
of its kind has limited appeal to urban 
dial turners, but the 20-station hookup 
seems to be well spotted for good re- 
turns among a varied patronage.

Gene Austin 
Reviewed Tuesday 7:45-8 p.m. Style— 
Tenor and orchestra. Sustaining. Station 
WJZ (NBC network). 


Austin returns to this network after 
an absence of some months, this time 
working out of the Chicago studios. He 
offers some old and new numbers, sing- 
ing in good voice, while the orchestra 
filled in a few interludes. Altho he was 
among the best sellers on phonograph 
records once upon a time, he shapes up 
as just another tenor now, taking into 
consideration the many fine voices that 
have come into prominence of late. 


Added to the qualities that made the 
program in question nothing out of the 
ordinary was the fact that poor routin- 
ing was in evidence. Whole program 
simply wandered along with no attempt 
at showmanship, and certainly no sales- 
manship was used in selling Austin. 
The way the program was run off 
when reviewed it may as well have been 
one continuous phonograph record with 
no breaks between vocal and orchestral 
numbers, nor even the benefit of a single 
announcement of the selections that 
were being offered. More of a sock to 
both the efforts of the tenor and the 
band would help to make the period 
stand out and annex a little class.

Danger is a prize playlet originally 
produced in England by the British 
Broadcasting Company. It was done here 
as near as possible to the style of the 
BBC and it proved itself a standout by 
a wide margin. If a series as good as 
this playlet could be had, it would be 
well worth any sponsor’s money and the 
most fastidious listener’s time For the 
sketch had every element that makes for 
success from the dramatic angle, since it 
has good acting, suspense, a fine situa- 
tion and holds the interest thruout. A 
cast of four comprising the boy, the girl, 
an elderly man and rescuer, etc. 


Story concerns the human emotions of 
a trio apparently doomed to death while 
on a tour thru a coal mine, as a result 
of a cave-in that immediately plunged 
the place into its natural darkness and 
later, water begins to gurgle forth until 
it gains power and rises to their chins. 
The dialog wherein the trio take turns at 
cowardly and brave expressions is clev- 
erly handled, particularly that of the 
youth. One of the most unusual effects 
produced by radio in any similar playlet 
was the gurgle of the water gradually 
growing nearer and stronger, also tfe 
hammering of the approaching rescue 
party. Eventually a hole is made nearby 
by the rescuers and the woman is sent 
up first on the rope ‘ffere follows an 
Alphonse and Gaston gesture by the 
youth and old man as to who will go up 
next as the water rushes past their faces 
and finally the precious moments are 
taken advantage of, the older man who 
has lived his life making the sacrifice. 


Heavy symphonic music opens the half- 
hour period and plays for several min- 
utes, with the next step being directly 
into the talk. The action follows swift- 
ly. Consistent with the style of the 
BBC, the dialog did not run to an exact 
15 or 30-minute period, but wound up 
with several minutes to go before the 
half-hour limit was up. This gave the 
orchestra that much time to play along 
the lines that opened the period and 
seemed to round it off nicely and give 
the auditor time to let the playlet sink 
in. Extra time used also took away the 
breathless rush that characterizes near- 
ly all of the sketches heard over the air, 
particularly the ending on the dot when 
another program is on tap and there is 
no second left in which to muse over 
that which has been heard. This is a 
tip that many sponsors and sustainings 
ight well heed—provided the time is 
not too expensive. M. H. S.

nouncement be broadcast at the time of 
performing restricted compositions. 

“The discontinuance of the announce- 
ment does not, however, in any way 
affect the continuance of the restricted 
list, which latter still remains impera- 
tively necessary in order to safeguard 
certain works from excessive broadcast- 
ing and the complete destruction of 
their value as a part of musical com- 
edies, etc. 

“Accordingly, please hereafter continue 
the policy of asking for special permis- 
sion in advance of every broadcast of a 


restricted composition, and unless the 
permission is received do not broad- 
cast it. 

“If experience should show that be- 
cause of discontinuance of the an- 


nouncement broadcasters do not observe 
the restricted list, the requirement that 


the announcement be made will, of 
course, have to be put back into effect. 

“It should be remembered that the 
society does not initiate the restrictions; 
the majority of them, are required by 
the producers of the shows in which the 
music is included, and the contractual 


relationships between the producers and 


the publishers, and between tM Jatter 
and this society, are such as make it 
impossible for us to include restricted 
compositions under the regular license. 

“We will appreciate your co-operation, 
and effective immediately you may dis- 
continue the making of the said an- 
nouncement.”

when there is a crying need for “names” 
to bolster box offices. 
* * . 

Our concern is not with the Claudette 
Colberts, Fredric Marches, Barrymores, 
Ruth Chattertons and others who in 
their Alpine climes are beyond the reach 
of legit managers. We are thinking of 
the Lizzie Zilches and Oscar Whoozises 
who are yet to be developed into “names” 
by shrewd legit managers and then, un- 
less the concerted action we suggest is 
not taken, grabbed away by picture 
scouts. There are less opportunities to- 
day than in the good old times to de- 
velop “names” in legit, but so long as 
there will remain the remnant of a 
stage personalities at least will be 
brought into the limelight. 

It is with this in mind that we make 
the plea to the legits to hang together 
unless they desire to hang separately. 
There are legal minds and clever or- 
ganizers who would smack their lips at 
the prospect of working out a scheme to 
stem the valve-regulated flow of freshly 
grown talent to the Ceast. All they need 
to spur them on to effort is the assur- 
ance that legit managers really desire 
to work together on what is one of their 
most annoying problems. 

The best feature of our plan or sug- 
gestion, from a practical standpoint, is 
that the film industry would obviously 
benefit from it. Under conditions that 
currently govern the exploitation of new 
talent in Hollywood it is rare, indeed, 
that talent is given an opportunity to 
obtain lasting recognition. After a high- 
pressure publicity buildup the new star 
is unable to back up the hullabaloo with 
that prime essential experience. If 
only Hollywood were to concede on gen- 
eral principles that it should be regarded 
as the bush league—from the talent 
standpoint—for legit, the additional 
stage trouping engaged in by its pets 
would eventually increase their drawing 
power. And both branches of the show 
business would reap the harvest—each 
in its own way.

SHREWD racketeer (as if any of 
them could be otherwise) usually 
disarms potential opposition by 
handing over a peace offering, consisting 
of a slice of the takings. That's the way 
the stag-show agents work in the alleys 
leading off from Broadway. A hole-in- 
the-wall agent who is planning to 
“spread out” into the stag field takes 
his time about landing dates. First he 
establishes contacts with the coppers 
and district attorney’s office thru 
political clubs, then he puts on a series 
of shows for “the boys.” This accom- 
plished, he has little to fear when he 
starts tackling private jobs. Raids mean 
little or nothing. The thing is hushed 
at the time of raid, should it go that 
far thru the stag booker’s failure to warn 
his “pals” to lay off, or the case is 
squashed when it gets to court. 

We do not condemn performers for 
working stags. One who knows inside 
of the stag-show industry is apprecia- 
tive of the fact that out of, let us say.

ITH all their hectic scrambling to 
keep the black ink on the desks, 
the publishers find time occasion. 

ally to do something that will react in 
their favor from a “public be pleased” 
point of view, and have wisely backed up 
the move on the part of E. C. Mills, gen- 
eral manager of the ASCAP, to de away 
with the necessity of musical directors 
and singers stating over the radio that 
such and such a number had been used 
by special permission of the copyright 
owner. While it may seem a small mat- 
ter to the average dial turner, and, no 
doubt, a nuisance to the radio artists 
and announcers, there is a valid reason 
in back of the request that mention be 
made of the permission granted. When- 
ever such a phrase is used in connec- 
tion with a program, it is not a matter 
of the copyright owner laying back and 
wanting to hear it used. Such is the 
opinion of the radio fan. In reality it 
means, of course, that the copyright 
owner would rather not have the re- 
stricted number played over the radio, 
but rather than not grant this or that 
one a special favor, he gives his sanction. 
He asked that the phrase be used so 
that others would know the number was 
restricted. Fortunately, artists and sta- 
tions will not have to worry about the 
announcement-.in the future. But the 
“special permission” will still have to 
be obtained. And it will also be in- 
cumbent upon the copyright owners to 
guard against and worry about infringe- 
ments on numbers he doesn’t want 
played too often, or not at all. However, 
to the credit of the radio stations, it 
must be noted that they are unusually 
careful not to infringe, either thru their 
own negligence or that of the artist. 


TILL another item the publishers are 
bothered with is the lowering of the 
price of popular sheet music. Most 

of them are for lowering the scale, but 
“how much” seems to be the something 
they can’t agree upon. To drop the 
price to where it sells for 15 cents means 
the publisher must sell 110 per cent 


more music than he does now in order to 
break even.

1932 Season 
Bad for Tents 


Biz way below par, with 
few shows out—all feel 
depression 


CINCINNATI, July 18.—With the tent 
repertoire season at the haif-way mark, 
it is a safe venture to say that the 1932 
season is (or will be, if you prefer) the 
worst, from a business standpoint, that 
the tent rep industry has ever waded 
thru. Tent shows experienced their pre- 
vious major slump in 1922-’23, but the 
old tent-show managers are passing that 
slump off with a laugh when they think 
of what they are bumping into in this 
year of adversity. 

Not only is 1932 off from a business 
standpoint, but it also falls far below 
the point in the number of shows on the 
road this season. Fewer tent reps have 
taken to the road this season than at 
any other time in the last 15 years. This 
does not necessarily mean that the tent- 
show type of presentation is on the de- 
cline, and destined to pass out of the 
picture in little time; it means merely 
that many of the oldtimers “smelled a 
mouse” this season and figured it was 
useless to throw out good money for bad 
et a time when every line of business was 
hollering. bloody murder. 

As one veteran of the game recently 


put it: “It’s cheaper to starve at home 
than on the road.” If that p:osperity, 
which is said to be lurking around 


yonder corner, ever does materialize, you 
can bet your bottom dollar that these 
self-same managers will be back out with 
their opries and that the tent-show in- 
dustry will again flourish as of old. 

The larger tent theaters are not escap- 
tng this depression, despite the rumors 
that are circling the field about this and 
that attraction mopping up. The big 
boys, like their smaller brethren, are 
taking it on the proverbial chin this sea- 
son. The show that is bringing its owner 
a living salary each week and the per- 
formers a regular stipend for their serv- 
ices, even tho it may be far from what 
they are accustomed to, is indeed a 
fortunate one. And the shows that come 
within that category may be counted on 
your fingers. 

Just how some of the big shows are 
making it may best be gleaned from a 
telegram received by the repertoire editor 
last week from Harley Sadler, possibly the 
best known of the present-day tent- 
theater operators, and whose show is one 
of the biggest of its kind on the road 
today. In his telegram, Mr. Sadler says: 
“Rumors about the business we have 
been doing of late have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. We have managed to survive 
with a big show and a very heavy over- 
head, and while our business would seem 
large and would be large for most shows, 
we have had very few winning weeks in 
the last two years.” 

What Mr. Sadler says just about covers 
conditions as they are on all the larger 
tent companies. And, as for the smaller 
shows, some may be a little better off, 
but the most are in the same fix, and 
many of them in infinitely worse cir- 
cumstances. 


Loomis Show in Flood 


COMFORT, Tex., July 16.—The Allerita 
Locmis Players were caught in the flood 
waters here last week.

To Be Revived 


Circuit will launch 20 
shows, Shaw says — 10 
houses already in line 


SPRINGFIELD, O., July 18.—The old 
Gus Sur tabloid circuit, which has been 
lying more or less dormant for the last 
several seasons, will be revived early in 
the fall, according to an announcement 
just made by Bob Shaw, erstwhile tab- 
loid producer and present general man- 
ager of the Gus Sun Booking Exchange, 
with headquarters here. Shaw came out 
of a conference with Commander-in- 
Chief Gus Sun with the statement that 
the Sun firm will have 20 “glorified girl 
shows” operating under its banner thru 
the Middle West and South the coming 
season, opening shortly after Labor Day. 


In an interview for The Billboard, 
Shaw stated: “We are absolutely seri- 
ous on this new venture, and we are 
going after it hammer and tongs. I 
already have 10 theaters that promise 
to uSe these shows, but in fairness to 
these house managers and as a protec- 
tion to ourselves, I am not in a posi- 
tion to announce the names of these 
houses just at the present. These man- 
agers are trying to arrange terms with 
stagehands and musicians, and by an- 
nouncing the names of the theaters we 
may ruin their chances.” 


According to present plans, each show 
will carry 20 people, including a youth- 
ful chorus, a stage band and featured 
principals. All units will be framed to 
give two complete changes of program, 
Shaw states. The cost of the shows 
will be whittled to the bone and will 
be offered directly to the theaters at the 
flat rate of $800 for the week, according 
to Shaw. 

Each show will furnish the theater 
with 200 sheets of advertising each week, 
in addition to all the necessary publicity 
material. The exploitation will be han- 
dled thru the Sun office’s publicity de- 
partment. 

According to Shaw, several well-known 
Chicago and New York producers will 
be brought here to produce the shows.

W. Va., when that house was a haven 
for tab shows. 
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Watch Non-Equity Shows 

Any time there is a shortage of jobs, 
or what the labor economists know as a 
buyer’s market, there will be producing 
Managers and would-be producing man- 
agers who will try to operate under con- 
ditions distinctly advantageous to them- 
selves and just as distinctly disadvan- 
tageous to their actors. And if, as they 
are finding out now, they learn that 
Equity will not permit this, they say, in 
effect: 

“Oh, very well, we'll put on a non- 
Equity show!” 

Some of them, Equity is aware, go 
further than the threat and actually get 
such productions under way. And the 
Association is not likely to look with a 
lenient eye upon them and those who 
associate themselves with them in this 
endeavor. 

Managers who thus assault the basic 
conditions of the Association need noi 
expect to find Equity in a complaisant 
mood when next they wish to make pro- 
ductions involving the use of Equity 
members. Non-member actors will dis- 
cover that participation in such a 
production will jeopardize their future 
relations with Equity. And Equity 
members in good or bad standing will 
be disobeying the direct orders of their 
Association if they have anything to do 
with such productions. 

In this attitude Equity has no vindic- 
tiveness against the managers or these 
actors, The Association is simply at- 
tempting to maintain its standard of 
protection for its members. [If non- 
Equity productions were presented and 
Equity took no notice of them there 
would be no real reason why they should 
not be attempted or any penalty for 
participation in that attempt. So Equity 
is serving notice on all concerned: 

“Don’t get mixed up in a non-Equity 
show.” 


Death of Katharine Brook 


Equity has just learned from Sophia 
Cleugh of the death of Ethel Kate Car- 
penter in Yarmouth, Eng. Miss Car- 
penter was known on the stage as 
Katharine Brook and will be best re- 
membered for her work as the wife of 
Rev. Davidson, the missionary in Rain.

British Equity Looks to Us 


The first annual meeting of the 
British Actors’ Equity Association (altho 
the Association was founded Décember 1, 
1929) was held at the Shaftesbury Thea- 
ter, Londog, June 22. 

The Stage, of London, in its extensive 
account of that meeting and in its 
editorial of the issue of June 23, noted 
that in the reports of its officers and in 
the discussion from the floor continual 
Teference was made to the policies and 
the example of the American Equity. 

The British Equity has now more than 
1000 members and a surplus in its 
‘easury aNd is pressing hard for an 
tight-performance basic week and stand- 
&d minimum contracts whose salient 
features are derived from those of 
American Equity, with such modifica- 


tions as their own customs and condi- 
tions appear to make advisable. 
American Equity is happy to see this 
progress and to hope that it may mean 
closer accord and better understanding 
of these two actors’ organizations which 
already have so much in common,

The New Barnstormers 


Barnstorming had a certain definite 
connotation to our dramatic forbears. It 
described the tactics of small touring 
companies which had to play wherever 
they could, and if no theater was avail- 
able in any structure, even a barn, which 
could be secured. But the new genera- 
tion has changed its tactics and this 
expression may mean something entirely 
different to our dramatic offspring. 

Ordinarily W. O. McGeehan is a writer 
concerned largely with the drama of 
sporting events. The theater is some- 
thing he can take or leave. It takes 
something unusual theatrically to divert 
his attention to it to the extent of 
devoting any considerable portion of his 
column, “Down the Line,” in The Herald- 
Tribune to such a subject. But in that 
medium on July 11 Mr. McGeehan had 
this to say about barnstorming under 
the caption The Farm and the Drama: 

“Connecticut has found a_ practical 
way of farm relief and it is a wonder 
that somebody in Washington did not 
think of it before. It seems so simple 
now. Naturally every farmer has a barn 
which can be transformed into a little 
theater with very few alterations. At 
the current writing it seems to me that 
three-quarters of the farms in Con- 
necticut are running little theaters. 

“Last year the tobacco crop was noth- 
ing much and it hardly was worth 
while putting hay into the barns. Then 
came the little theater companies 
swarming upon the Connecticut hills 
like locusts, only they came to pay and 
not to destroy. At the present rate of 
progress it will not be long before every 
barn in the State of Connecticut will 
be housing a little theater company. 

“There is no reason why the movement 
started in Connecticut should not be- 
come national. The cultivation of the 
drama will save the Western farmer 
where all other crops have failed him. 
The movement needs a little encourage- 
ment from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, which seems to be a little dis- 
couraged over the farm-loan idea. 

“The movement in Connecticut is in 
its infancy. And then I think of 
the farming districts of the South, where 
cotton is not worth the picking. In this 
emergency the Connecticut relief system 
for farmers seems to be the only prac- 
tical method of saving the agriculturists 
all over the country.” 

While it is possible that Mr. McGeehan 
may have somewhat understated the 
number of barn theaters, it is pos- 
sible that the Langner influence may 
spread further and do worse.

Guarding Against Circus Overcharge 
N LAST week’s issue comment was made 
about a certain circus charging four fees 
for reserved-seat tickets—25 cents, 50 
cents, 75 cents and $1—and complaints that 
had arisen from the public against such in- 
consistency where these prices prevailed. 


Weare still at a loss to know if the man- 
agement of the show in question was aware 
of what was going on and shared in the over- 
charge, or the grand-stand ticket sellers 
simply took the liberty of getting, for their 
own benefit, all they could above a set price. 


No matter how you look at the matter, 
it’s a poor way of doing business to have 
one person pay 25 cents for a seat in the re- 
served section, another located next to him, 
50 cents, still another 75 cents and a fourth 
one $1. It’s not keeping faith with the pub- 
lic by any means. 


This evil can be easily abolished, pro- 
vided it hasn't the sanction of the show 
management. All that is necessary is a sign 
stating the price of reserved seats placed on 
each ticket-selling booth in the big top, a 
procedure similar to the one which did away 
with overcharge on soft drinks, ice cream, 
popcorn and peanuts, by placing the price 
on a card displayed in the cap of the butcher. 

Showmen who will permit this over- 
charging practice most assuredly haven't 
the future of the circus at heart. If it isn’t 
stopped it would not be surprising to see 
that national body of circus boosters, the 
Circus Fans’ Association of America, take 
some action. It would be just too bad for 
the show concerned if that came about. 


Agitation all over the country against double- 
featuring of films is a good thing for “flesh.” 
If double features can be abolished, or even les- 
sened, there will be more necessity and more room 
0. programs for “flesh” shows. Double features 
take up almost the entire program and leave no 
time for vaudeville. 


Watch—But Don’t Wait Too Long 


HILE it may be fitting to bewail the 
low ebb of show business on Broad- 
way and other parts of the country at 

this time, it is doubtful whether it is fitting 
for those in the industry to decide on a 
watching and waiting policy before doing 
anything toward getting started in the fall. 
It may be one thing to watch, but to wait 
too long is but a concession in favor of the 
competitor. 

One burlesque faction believed a few 
weeks ago that it would wait until well in 
the summer before getting under way even 
as to some of the usual early preparations. 
Labor Day would not be the starting point, 
but possibly a month after that period. Sub- 
sequently these officials quickly changed 
their mind. In another instance, a producer 
of tabs decided to lay low and take things 
easy to see if the depression lifted in some 
miraculous fashion. He made one trip thru 
certain territory and sensed a surprisingly 
strong and favorable reaction to tab pro- 
ductions. He immediately put into execu- 
tion plans for putting out his tab shows at 
an early date. As fearful as he was of being 
unsuccessful several weeks ago, he is now 
equally certain that a successful season is in 
the bag. It was merely a matter of going 
out and learning for himself instead of 
guessing and worrying about depression 

The same goes for legit producers who 
have been hesitating. Even tho there was 
a good play on hand, the talk would be to 
the effect that there wzs no use bringing it 
out now. Waiting too long to see what was 
going to happen kept one producer from 
putting on a play that could have rung its 
curtain up last winter. After futile waiting 
and in order not to lose his option on the

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piece, he finally brought it out during the 
hot weather, and it is but fairly successful, 
as is to be expected.

The Need for Immediate Action 


T’S IRONIC that the Actor’s Fund of 
America and private contributions sup- 
ported Mrs. Ann Jackson (Nettie Burt), 

aged 90, for the last 10 years or so up to her 
death in an impoverished tenement on New 
York’s East Side the other day. The Actors’ 
Fund also took care of the burial of the 
bareback riding star of other days. 

For about 20 years, up to the age of 68, 
Mrs. Jackson, after the death of her hus- 
band, did odd jobs to support her invalid 
mother. She was ashamed to return to the 
sawdust realm after her husband passed on. 
Growing too old even for work which didn’t 
tax her energies, she put up a stubborn bat- 
tle against poverty, until her pitiful circum- 
stances became known to the Actors’ Fund 
and humane individuals. 


The Actors’ Fund and the private donors 
must receive the plaudits of every person 
connected with circusdom for having thus 
cared fora circus performer. But it is a little 
ironic that an institution founded for the 
welfare of theatrical people was the only 
one to step forward with a helping hand, ex- 
cepting the private donations. 

Nearly every other branch of show busi- 
ness has either a fund or a home for such 
cases. Outside the circle of show business 
one finds a home or budget for engineers, 
the aged and indigent in general, printers, 


mercantile industries, firemen, policemen 
and practically all recognized trades. 

In the amusement industry itself there 
are resting sanctums and funds for the mu- 
sictans, stagehands, vaudeville and legit 
people, etc. 

It is no easy task to start a home for 
troupers, where they may rest in peace and 
comfort after they are no longer equipped 
to precipitate the applause and admiration 
of the throng. In fact such a home repre- 
sents a most ambitious undertaking. The 
road would hecome much easier if circus 
people themselves voiced some interest in 
such a project. Up till now they have not. 
Perhaps they are waiting for the first cot- 
tage to be erected on a tract of land donated 
for the purpose near Richmond, Va. ‘This 
must be done hefore next fall or the prop- 
erty will pass from the hands of the club 
which aims to establish the Circus Home. 

In short, immediate action is necessary. 


That more parks are presenting free acts, in- 
creasingly of the sensational and thriller type, 
indicates many park operators are really possessed 
of that acumen often credited to them. Today’s 
public, as has been said, demands the unusual. 
To offset greatly decreased per capita spending, 
patrons must be drawn thru gates in largely in- 
creased numbers. But they will not come to see 
the hackneyed and the commonplace. 


That Radio-Theater Tieup 


T WAS M. H. Aylesworth, president of 
RKO and NBC, who several weeks ago 
sounded the keynote of what will prob- 

ably be a permanent and beneficial tieup he- 
tween two branches of the amusement in- 
dustry. Aylesworth said that theaters 
could make use of the radio to exploit the- 
atrical products and draw the customers in 
under the marquees. Of course, RKO, with 
its National Broadcasting connections, is in 
a peculiar and favored position regarding 
these air exploitations. But if RKO be- 
cause of its position can show the way, it 
will probably be only a matter of time until 
all theaters use home entertainment to draw 
the customers to entertainment outside of 
the home. 

An occasional legit producer has in the 
past made use of radio, but generally he has 
made use of it in the wrong direction. For the 
most part the programs offered consisted of 
sections of the show advertised, performed 
by the regular cast. It was argued—and 
rightly enough—that the reception of these 
broadcasts by prospective customers low- 
ered the chances of drawing those patrons 
to the theater; they had been given the best 
parts of the show free over the radio. 

But that’s not the type of program that 
successful ether exploitation will use in the 
future. Instead of long broadcasts from the 
show itself, short features that serve only to 
arouse interest in the offering are now the 
accepted means. An example is the ex- 
ploitation of the Frank Buck picture, “Bring 
*Em Back Alive,” which featured an inter- 
view between Buck and Ditmars, the zoo- 
logical expert. 

RKO is quite definite in carrying on with 
radio exploitation. Robert F. Sisk, adver- 
tising and publicity chief, advises local 
managers to work the radio angle as 
much as possible in a _ recent edition 
of RKO Now, the official house organ. And 
more important than that, RKO! is dis- 
tributing to local managers on request elec- 
trical transcriptions to be used in radio ex- 
ploitation. They are 15-minute affairs—il- 
lustrating again the belief that a short and 
interesting feature is worth far more than 
lengthy excerpts from the show. 

It may mark a new era of theatrical ex- 
ploitation and also the tying in of two 
formerly opposed branches of the amuse- 
ment field. 
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Merger Idea a Good One 
Editor The Billboard: 


Regarding the amalgamation of magi- 
cal societies, I think the suggestion of 
Sugar’s Domino of your columns a 
mighty good one. Of course, there will 
be certain difficulties that will loom 
up. Take the IBM. Altho it has many 
professional magicians, still it includes 
within its body a greater number cf ama- 
teurs who probably do not do even a 
trick, but they enjoy reading about the 
game thru the IBM magazine. 

They are the ones that often make it 
pleasant for a magician while playing in 
certain cities. In fact, almost anyone so 
desiring may join this organization, and 
jit exerts what you might call a political 
influence and awakens an interest in 
magic and magicians. Then the SAM, 
which does not publish a magazine of 
its own, so this interest of the so-called 
amateur is not stimulated. Altho The 
Sphing is the official magazine of the 
SAM, still every member does not re- 
ceive it. 

I might say that the SAM is made 
up of a greater share of professionals or 
ones that have digested magic for a 
great many years. The newer organiza- 
tion of the IMC, of course, is not ma- 
tured enough as yet to include a great 
many amateurs, but has a great follow- 
ing of Blackstone, those who have met 
him or seen his performance.

As the Litho Man Sees It 
Editor The Billbourd: 


I wish to mention an article in The 
Billboard of June 11, written by George 
J. Mendelsohn, as to the downtown 
lithographing. He says it is more and 
more difficult. I do not believe it is 
more difficult if the half-sheets are put 
out on the main streets, as there are a 
number of locations where you could 
never put up a one-sheet. But there are 
a great many stores where you can put 
up a half-sheet. I know, for I have 
villed the main streets for 14 seasons 
continuously 

I would rather put up 50 downtown 
locations with two or three half-sheets 
in each than put up 25 in vacant stores 
with more than three one-sheets in each 
store. The 50 with half-sheets will get 
a great deal more benefit and look so 
much neater and less confusing to the 
town folks. With less bills in a window 
the bills can be read with more ease, 
and that is what you put them up for— 
so the folks can read them, not to waste 
them just for the count, which does no 
good for the show. 

I have worked with various advertising 
car managers. Just three seasons past

rise to a number of child magicians who 
hurt the profession more than is im- 
agined. 

To give magic-a square deal let cnly 
magicians do magic. Let no societies be 
in existence, and let that one that loves 
magic with his whole heart and soul 
devote his time and labor to magic. I 
believe you will find that most of the 
real magicians will agree with me.

Foresees New Rings of Magi

Then some of the members did not like 
certain things and pulled out and started 
the Society of Osirus. And so it went 
on. Now we have five in Baltimore. 

We are, I think, all agreed that one 
magical organization in the United 
States, or on the globe for that matter, 
is enough for all practical purposes. And 
it would simplify the whole matter and 
be less expensive to the individual magic 
lover. But as long as human nature is 
what it is we are going to have several 
magical clubs. (So long as they get fi- 
nancial support.) And there are always 
two or more sides to an argument.

Tick in Texas 


Affects 13 counties—will 
save outfits carrying stock 
expense and trouble 


CINCINNATI, July 16. — Joe Bon- 
homme, trouper, of Marshall, Tex., writes 
that he has been informed by his friend, 
Judge J. B. Anderson, State of Texas 
Tick Inspector, of a new law covering 
the tick question in some Texas counties 
which, he states, will save circuses and 
other shows carrying stock, expense, trou- 
ble and delay. The restricted counties 
are Sabine, San Augustine, Angelina, 
Trinity, Polk, Tyler, Jasper, Newton, 
Orange, Hardin, Jefferson, Chambers and 
Liberty. 


Here is the law: A show carrying stock 
subject to ticks in these restricted coun- 
ties can play them without trouble. On 
leaving them the stock must be in- 
spected. If ticks are found on but one 
animal all stock must be dipped and 
then held in these counties eight davs, 
then must be dipped again before re- 
leased in order to play any other coun- 
ties in the State. It is stated by Mr. 
Anderson that it will save the State a 
big expense, as well as the shows. He 
advises shows to take heed, as the State 
inspection department are friends of the 
show people and do not want to see 
them in trouble that can be avoided.

Now known as Bostock’s 
Wild Animal Circus—Cody

Big top is 100 feet with three 40s, and 
the menagerie and Side Show in propor- 
tion. 


Special paper is used and billing was 
extensive. The Bostock Show continues 
the Cody Wild West as a special feature. 

Bostock’s Wild Animal Circus has a 
unique and interesting history. For more 
than 125 years it was the favorite show 


of Great Britain. It was carried on for 
more than half a century by E. H. 
Bostock, called the Barnum of England 


who retired from active management in 


1931. The American Bostock Circus was 
founded by Frank C. Bostock, brother of 
E. H. Bostock and for many years was 


well and favorably known in the United 


States. Frank Bostock died several years 
ago, and he was succeeded by his son, 
Claude. 


Bostock’s Wild Animal Circus had its 
modest origin in two boa constrictors 
bought by George Wombwell. From the 
exhibition of the snakes a circus was 
established, which included the first gi- 
raffe ever brought to Great Britain. The 
mother of E. H. Bostock was a niece of 
Wombwell. E. H. Bostock was born at 
Stony Stratford, Buckinghamshire, Octo- 
ber 19, 1858. He left school in 1870 and 
joined his parents, who were then tour- 
ing Southern Ireland with the show. In 
a few months, altho only 12, he became 
utility man, while his brother became 
advance man. In February, 1889, he 
bought the show from his mother and 
started out on his own. At that time 
he already had two other shows on the 
road.

Old-Time Showmen| 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


In The Billboard’s series of Old-Time 


Showmen stories, No. 65, W, O’Dale 
Stevens’ Australian Circus of 1882 was 
briefly reviewed. Among its featured 
stars, mention was made of the riding 


acts of Linda and Elena Jeal. It is op- 
portunely fit that the remarkable career 
of Linda Jeal as a circus equestrienne be 
given special mention additional to the 
mention of her connection with the 
Stevens’ Circus during the 50 years ago 
season. All that time she was the wife 
of Mr. Stevens. They had filled engage- 
ments and been featured together on 
leading circuses of two Continents for 
several years prior to 1882. On Septeme 
ber 30, 1883, Linda Jean was left a widow 
by the death of W. O’Dale Stevens. 

Tracing her earlier engagements, @ 
news review of the opening performance 
of Parnum’s combined circus, museum 
and menagerie, at Gilmore's Garden, New 
York, October 14, 1878, states that “Miss 
Linda Jeal, a pretty young Western girl, 
rede bareback and went thru balloons 
and over hurdles in a style that would 
do credit to the most expert horseman. 
She mounted and dismounted a dozen 
times while her steed was in full gal- 
lop.” The season of 1879, again with 
P. T. Barnum's “own and only Greatest 
Show on Earth,” a Rutland, Vt., news- 
paper described the riding of Linda Jeal 
as “a novel performance of such excel- 
lence as to create the belief among many 
that she must be a man.” 

In 1880, with her husband and sister, 
Elena, a six months’ tour of Australia 
was Made. On return to the United 
States they were engaged and featured 
with Ryan & Robinson's Consolidated 
Shows. After leaving them, the Great 
Australian Circus was organized and 
much of its success was credited to the 
hurdle riding of Linda Jeal. On the Aus. 
tralian tour of the W. W. Cole’s Massive 
Shows, for a five days’ engagement at 
Auckland, double-column newspaper ad- 
vertising described in detail the many 
attractions presented by the Cole or- 
ganization, and heading that display, fol- 
lowing the show's title and exhibition 
dates, Mlle. Linda Jeal, the Heroine 
Hurdle Rider—“Queen of the Blazing 
Zone”’—and description of her act, pre- 
ceded that of all other performers. 

After the death of Mr. Stevens, she 
filled important engagements with the 
leading circus organizations of this and 
foreign countries. Her hurdle act, in 
which she and her horse went thru the 
mammoth hoop of fire, was a sensational 
feature which made it the outstanding 
trrill of any circus bill. Passing over a 
period of five years and across the At- 
lantic we find Miss Linda Jeal given 
special publicity on the advertising bills 
of Circus Busch; announcing the great 
German circus to appear at Hamburg on 
Friday and Saturdav, June 29 and 30; 
Sunday and Monday, July 1 and 2 (44 
years ago). Her ricing was described on 
the bills as “America’s Best Hurdle 
Rider,” and the act as being entirely new 
to European circus patrons. 

On a herald advertising the Sturgis & 
Donovan Circus in South America for 
Fetruary 18 and 19, 1889, at Callao, the 
names of Linda and Elena Jeal. Emma 
Lake, Robert Stickney and James Mure 
ray appear as stars of the show. Two 
months later, a herald dated Valparaiso, 
May 2, 1889, for Frank A. Gardner's Cir- 
cus, featured Linda Jeal’s hurdle act; 
also on the bill were Elena Jeal, Sallie 
Marks, James Murray and Belle DuCrow. 
The South American tour of the Frank 
A Gardner Circus continued thru 1889 
and 1890. In the meantime the famous 
rider became the wife of James Murray. 
A prized memento, presented to the 


writer by this star of the arena, is a 
beautiful satin program, 6x16 inches, 
issued by Cran Circo Gardner; Frank 


A. Gardner, proprietor; 
general business agent; Harry Carey, 
equestrian manager. and Prof. S. Grif- 
fiths, director of music. The program is 
printed in Spanish and the announce- 
ment preceding the 16 numbers reads: 
“Souvenir Dedicado a Las Damas 
Caracas.” Following the overture, Linda 
Jeal appears in the 2d and 12th num- 
bers, and Elena Jeal, with James Mur-

ray, in the 7th iumber. The date of 
special performance was November 
27, 1890. 

The messenger of death again left 


Linda Jeal a widow on November 14, 
1893, when James Murray died in Philae 
delphia, Pa., where he had appeared early 
in the month at the Wintcr Circus. The 
“Queen of the Flaming Zone” continued 
her reign of success and popularity thru 
still another score of vears, and now in 


retirement, has passed her 80th birthday

As Unielcome in Westchester 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Residents of 
New York City are not welcome at parks 
and pools under jurisdiction of West- 
chester County Park Commission.

Jay Downer, chief engineer of the 
commission, fails to understand why New 
York cannot provide parks for its own 
people. 

“They have the parks down there, but 
evidently they don’t know how to de- 
velop them so the people will like to use 
them,” Mr. Downer said William J. 
Sherry. minority leader of board, stated 
that one afternoon this week the pres- 
sure of influx was terrific at the park

On the same day that the commission 
got an attack of community pride and 
isolation, its receipts for 1931 were re- 
leased, showing $271,955 after operating 
costs were deducted. Total receipts were 
$1,657,847, principal income coming from 
Playland, Rye, and _ several bathing 
beaches. It is felt that the big amuse- 
ment center at Rye would lay egg after 
egg if New York patronage were dis- 
couraged, or some system put in force to 
minimize metropolitan draw.

It cannot be de- 
nied that Playland cannot operate prof- 
itably without an outside draw. Last 
winter, with busses routed from New York 
te park laying off, there was a big cus- 
tomer decline at a time when trade 
from the populous city was needed.

A general meeting of the Manufac- 
turers’ Division of NAAP will be held in 
the Gibson Hotel, Cincinnati, on August 
16 at 3 p.m. This is done to have the 
meeting out of the way of the national 
association meeting at Coney Island, 
Cincinnati, the following day, and will 
at the same time give our members a 
free evening to attend Cincinnati Zoo 
and Chester Park. There are a lot of 
important questions for consideration 
and it is hoped that the chairman of 
our program committee will have the 
program ready for next week’s issue of 
The Billboard. 

A fine practical example of utilization 
of every available space where realty 
values are high and space is limited can 
be seen at Rockaway Beach, where Joe 
McKee has done some very practical and 
careful work after giving it considerable 
study. He not only uses space under 
some attractions, but he also has used 
Some space over attractions, as he runs 
the donkeys up over the Skooter build- 
ing. There perhaps will always be a few 
places where this treatment is demanded, 
and here is quite a practical solution of 
it. He seemed determined to let no 
space go to waste that could be used in 
any way at all. 

An outsider came into the business 
Not long ago and manufactured.a game 
of some merit and, unfortunately for 
him and his associates, it started off 
with great promise to such an extent 
that his organization thought it inad- 
visable to sell any of the devices at all, 
but to keep and operate them on their 
own account, and, of course, in most 
places the business agreed to pay a sub- 
stantial cash rental. 


Needed Division’s Help 


The promising outlook further stimu- 
lated them to speed up production. Be- 
ing experienced manufacturers, they 
know that quantity production decreases 
the cost per unit, but they did not take 
into consideration the more important 
fact that quantity production demands 
@ wide and constant market, which they 
had not yet found and did not 
understand. 

Now the game has slumped and is not 
making expenses, but, worst of all, they 
have their place flooded with machines 
for which they have no use and on 
which there are no sales. It is the old, 
Qld story that other pastures look 
greener and more promising, and they 
naturally thought we were all too slow 
to see it, so they were going to hop in 
and make a fortune while we were catch- 
ing up with the procession. 

Twenty-five dollars expended as mem- 
bership fee in the Manufacturers’ Divi- 
sion, and with Nhittle inquiry among its 
members. and they could have easily 
saved themselves a loss which they are 
not going to get over soon, and had they 
come in they would have avoideq the 
thought that we are jealous and do not 
want them to make a fortune which we 
were overlooking because of our obtuse- 
ness. 

This is precisely the situation which 
each member of our division should 
plant everywhere among those who are 
contemplating this business. This situa- 
tion, as above described, together with 
granting liberal credits without a back- 
ground of knowledge and experience, has 
and will cause enormous losses which 
could be easily avoided if they would 
just toss their hat in the ring with us 
and pool experiences. 


“Best Is Yet To Come” 


Dame Weather has been temperamen- 
tal this year and up to and including 
the Fourth of July was very much 
against us, and this is more general than 
Was at first realized. Not until the 
Sunday following the Fourth of July did 
we really have ideal weather for the 
bathing and the park business. 

So there is really a widespread com- 
plaint, not only of adverse economic 
conditions, but of the weather also. It 
was hard enough without adverse 
weather, but that is a blow against which 
little can be done, as we must take it as 
it comes. But the weather man promises 
some hot July and August weather and 
this should slightly compensate. With 
schools out and in most places the best 
of the picnics yet to come, it is hoped 
that the operators will get a better break 


for the season, and with all operators 
everywhere we have the greatest sym- 
pathy this year and are anxious now to 
see them have at least an even chance. 


Cites Notable Triumphs 


The caliber of a man now can be 
easily Judged by the attitude which he 
takes toward the pegplexities which con- 
front him. Anyb can be optimistic 
when money is easy and earnings are 
good, but these times will tell who the 
future leaders in the park business 
will be. 

David Harum said: “A certain amount 
of fleas are good for a dog because they 
keep him from worrying over the fact 
that he is a dog,” and if a man is 
optimistic enough to take this attitude 
he is a sure winner. 

We can’t say too often that Kenny- 
wood Park, Pittsburgh, was on the rocks 
when the late Andy McSwigan took it; 
that Euclid Beach, Cleveland, was bank- 
rupt and down and out when D. S. 
Humphrey was brave enough to purchase 
it, altho all of his friends advised him 
that he would fail; H. B. Auchey took 
Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, when no- 
body else wanted it, and it was thought 
that it could not succeed. 

The future men who will take the 
rank of these three gentlemen are now 
in the making and have a better oppor- 
tunity to buy their money’s worth than 
those men ever had, for they have more 
accumulated park experience at their 
disposal and have a keen, wide-awake, 
aggressive organization ready to welcome 
them into its membership and open the 
book of experience to them.

The city also stopped a p.-a. sys- 
tem connected up with mikes over Gar- 
den Pier and broadcasting music of Ves- 
sella band and Henderson orchestra. 

At Million-Dollar Pier same thing hap- 
pened. Steel Pier has hit upon the idea 
of marionette type of bally to greet 
people near pier. This is permitted, the 
actions of the string-pufled dolls attract- 
ing, but making no noise. 

Kuehnle’s Human Curiosities, at Con- 
necticut avenue and Boardwalk, housed 
in building 100 feet back, just beyond 
limit set by ordinance on side shows, 
also had to remove horns from near walk 
to back part of building. 


The vice squad on Monday descended 
upon Ocean View Amusement Park and 
closed a carnival troupe before it had a 
chance to open. Local manager was 
Mitchell Solitaire. Show was brought 
here few days ago by Steve Williams 
from Salem for Columbia Park spot was 
not allowed to operate. Then arrange- 
ments were made with Solitaire for an 
uptown spot, but a petition of 250 names 
caused similar action. Those in the com- 
pany packed up and took to the road.

I am sorry to have to tell them that 
laws are plenty strict and they have to 
live within certain confines. This is not 
good for business.”

Pool Whirl

Afttho the American Association of 
Pools and Beaches recently sent a 
confidential report to its members 
to the effect that the new government 
amusement tax doesn’t affect swimming 
pools, pointing out that the tax is based 
only on the admission charge and not 
on locker and additional fees, there are 
some pools in fhe East collecting the 
10 per cent extra from patrons. As far 
as can be learned, no official ruling for 
pools has come as yet from Washington. 
Therefore it can be seen that the few 
pool owners exercising the tax are not 
as dumb as some of the other pool men 
might think. 

For should the government finally de- 
cide that pools must pay the tax 
emisaries of Uncle Sam can step in and 
demand 10 per cent of all receipts over 
41 cents from June 21 last, at which 
time the tax went into effect. Then the 
pool men will have to stand the addi- 
tional tariff themselves, whereas if they 
know now where they stand they can 
pass it on to the patrons. 

Consequently, again I urge pool opera- 
tors not to wait and be left holding the 
bag. If the American Association of 
Pools and Beaches has received anything 
official it is its duty to pass the word 
along to the other pools, whether they 
be members or not. C’mon, Lyk Jenne 
or Sol Pincus, of the pool body, if you 
know anything about this tax question, 
why not let us all in on the secret? 


Writing of the tax, Milt Hinchcliffe, 
of Walcliffe Pool, Elmont, L. IL, which 
has been charging 5 cents extra on 
its 50-cent admission and locker rate 
since the tax went into effect, tells me 
that his patrons don’t seem to mind the 
additional fee. Upon reading of the tax 
passage, Milt communicated with his 
local tax collector, who informed him 
that he must collect the government fee. 
“Everyone knows about the tax,” says 
Milt, “and they pay it as a matter of 
course.” 


At this juncture I'd like to advise 
Stanley Celotka Jr., of Holyoke, Mass., 
and other pro swimmers who may be in- 
terested, that the International Profes- 
sional Swimmers’ Associaion is no longer 
in existence. While there no doubt is a 
need for an organization of persons who 
make their living thru swimming, no 
one has been able to do so as yet. The 
most logical way to go about it, I should 
think, would be to form a pro swimmers’ 
branch of the pool men’s association. In 
this way pool owners and employees 
could be kept in closer contact. What 
is the opinion on this, by the way? 


Pool men who don’t believe in exploita- 
tion are referred to the new policy put 
into effect at Sunnyside Pool, Jamaica, 
L. I. Manny Gold, owner, who not only 
has a press agent to get notices into the 
local papers and a man out on picnics, as 
well as an agency to handle his ads, has 
just contracted to have Monte Proser, 
w.-k. night-club p. a., do special contact 
work for him. This marks Proser’s debut 
into the pool field. With Bert Nevins, 
another Broadway exploiter, handling 
Walcliffe, a competing tank, it will be 
interesting to note the different schemes 
employed by each. At any rate, it looks 
as if Jamaica and its environs will surely 
be made swimming-pool conscious this 
summer. 

Ravenhall Pool is said to have gotten 
the worst at the Coney Island fire last 
week. They tell me that while the fire 
raged all about, the swimmers in Steeple- 
chase Park pool enjoyed the coolness of 
the water. I must get down to Coney 
Within the next few days and get some 
eye-witness observations from pool men 
there. In the meantime, I'm sure there 
are articles elsewhere in this issue re- 
lating all there is to know about the 

hottest show ever put on at Coney 
Island.”

Scene of Centennial cele- 
bration will continue as 
big lake-front park 


BUFFALO, July 16.—The 10 days’ cele- 
bration of the city’s 100th anniversary 
closed on July 10 with a masque, pre- 
sented by Canisius College, entitled Civi- 
lization, which attracted 80,000 people. 
During the 10 days approximately 1,000,- 
000 people visited the grounds, according 
to Lincoln G. Dickey, executive director. 


Altho accounting is not complete, it 
is believed paid admissions for after- 
noons amounted to $20,000 and for eve- 
nings $50,000, leaving a deficit not to 
exceed $10,000, Edwin K. Gross states. 
This amount the city will be asked to 
donate, along with $85,000 it had al- 
ready appropriated for its birthday party. 

Weather was bad thruout, with heavy 
rains, wind and chilliness chasing crowds 
from the park almost daily. The park 
will continue as a city recreation spot, 
located along the waterfront, and grand 
stand and parquet will remain. The city 
has started to convert 73 acres more, 
adjoining the 20-acre plot, into a park, 
to be known at Centennial Park. The 
stage and bleachers, which were rented 
for $10,000, are being dismantled. 

Mr. Dickey, who had been loaned by 
Atlantic City to direct this Centennial, 
will leave in a few days for that city, 
where he is general manager of Atlantic 
City Auditorium. William D. Chenery, 
director of stage spectacles for 40 years, 
and Don Leland Stanford Jr., his assist- 
ant for six years, have left for Kirksville, 
Mo., to direct a pageant. Peg Willin 
Humphrey, director of the exhibit prpm- 
enade and also Mr. Dickey's secretary, 
has left for her home in Cleveland. Mu- 
sical director was John Ingram. 

The program varied daily with pag- 
eants, parades, folk dances, concerts, ath- 
letic events, water sports, professional 
aerial acts, airplane maneuvers and 
nightly fireworks. 


Gator Show Going 
Over Good at Chi 


CHICAGO, July 16—The Florida Al- 
ligator Show is attracting large crowds 
on the midway of the World’s Fair, 1933 
Century of Progress, these afternoons 
and evenings. Its programs have won 
enthusiastic indorsement of fair officials 
and public. 

Last Saturday the 25-cent admission at 
gates to the exposition was reduced to 
10 cents, with the result that attendance 
has increased more than 50 per cent. A 
new lighting system has been completed 
and the two and one-half acres occupied 
by the farm present a picturesque ap- 
pearance. Varicolored lights have been 
strung along the high bamboo fence and 
twinkle in foliage of the coconut palm 
trees and shubbery, all of which were 
brought from Florida. Local patrons were 
amazed to find coconuts growing here, so 
far from Florida. A blooming century 
plant is being sought for next summer’s 
exhibition. 

“Tex” Farless and Phil Woffordnare 
are hits in thrilling alligator wrestling 
matches in largest of the three pools, all 
of which are steam heated and kept at 
uniform Floridian temperature of 175 
degrees. There are 50 alligators on ex- 
hibition, with another shipment from 
Florida, including several hundred “baby 
gators,” anjicipated within a few days. 

An electric incubator is being installed 
to hatch elligators from eggs, the first 
time ever tried here. Capt. Kenneth 
Blake is presenting nightly a sensational 
fire dive of 112 feet. Phil James has 
charge of the archery courts, gives daily 
exhibitions and is coaching a bevy of 
society debutantes. C. C. Barron, land- 
scape artist who laid out the grounds, 
lectures on Florida plants, trees and 
shrubs. 

Max H. Kimerer and Ross D. Young, 
managing directors of the alligator show, 
have a pretentious enterprise, which at 
present represents an outlay of $25,000. 
They will present a Seminole Indian Vil- 
lage and Alligator Wrestling Show at the 
Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto, 
starting on Augus: 2¢ Their last year’s 


show there broke midway records for at- 
tendance and gross receipts. The present 
show will remain here at the preview 


Century showing until October 1. Next 
summer they will have a typical Seminole 
Indian Village, with 75 Seminoles, 15 
thatched huts, 200 alligators and an ex- 
hibit of Florida plants, trees and shrubs, 
as well as several manatees, sea turtles, 
tortoises and such birds as_ egrets, 
flamingos and cranes. 

Among recent visitors at the Alligator 
Farm have been R. S. Littleford, presi- 
dent and general manager of The Bill- 
board; Milton M. Morris, J. C. McCaffery, 
Whitey Adams, Cnester Dunn, Joe Conley, 
Larry Hogan and others of the outdoor 
amusement world. 

Nat D. Rodgers, amusement director of 
the Century of Progress, is back on the 
job after a mission in the East during 
which he signed some pretentious attrac- 
tions. Hyla F. Maynes, of the Maynes- 
lions riding devices, and Mrs. Maynes 
left for the East on a fishing trip. With 
Harry Illions in charge, Maynes-Illions 
have five big rides now on the midway, 
all doing business. The Alligator show 
presented eight performances on July 4 
to accommodate the crowds. Mr. Kimerer 
is making openings.

Toledo held the stage the past week 
in racing circles, when it staged the sec- 
ond Grand Circuit meeting of the Sea- 
son, which is scheduled to run thru to 
Wednesday of the coming week. But 
One other meeting of importance was 
held thruout the week, that being the 
opening fair in the Hoosier State at 
Anderson. The meeting scheduled for 
Chatham, N. Y., where the Bay State 
Circuit of New England was to bring 
its short season to a close, was declared 
off at the last moment—lack of entries 
being given as the reason. This action 
cut the once important New England 
chain to the shortest season in its 19 
years as a going concern. Only three 
weeks of racing were held there this 
year at Sturbridge, Avon and Windsor. 

Viewed from any angle, the past week 
at the Ft. Miami track in Cleveland will 
go down in the trotting records as one 
of the very greatest in the long history 
of the sport. From the dépeninzg Monday 
night thru the entire week the sport 
was of a truly sensational nature. In 
many respects it was the greatest week 
of speed exhibition that followers of the 
Grand Circuit have ever been treated to.

blessed with speed to burn. Conditions 
were ideal for record-breaking miles—the 
racing strip, always classed as one of 
the fastest in the entire country, was as 
perfect as race tracks ever get, and a 
majority of the horses that took new 
and reduced records there will carry 
those records to their graves. 

Several new world’s records were 
established. The first came on the 
opening night when Hollyrood Robin, 
3, 2:03'4, one of the stars of the noted 
Hollyrood Farm stable of J. L. Dodge, 
Lexington, Ky., sportsman, won the 
opening heat of the 12 class trot in 
2:0314, which stands as a new world’s 
race record for 3-year-old trotting geld- 
ings. Robin also is the holder of the 
2-year-old gelding record over a half- 
mile track, which makes him one of 
the very few double world champs. 


Free-for-All Big Draw 


The Hollyrood Stable was much in the 
limelight, for the same evening its star 
83-year-old, Hollyrood Dennis, 3, 2:02, 
took down the $2,500 Peninsular Farms 
Stake, turning in his second mile in 
2:0214, one of the really fine miles wit- 
nessed this year. Hollyrood Dennis now 
looms up as one of the real dangerous 
candidates for the $60,000 Hambletonian 
Stake to be raced at Goshen, N. Y., next 
month. 

Another Hambletonian candidate en- 
tered the picture at Toledo—Maid Mc- 
Elwyn, 2, 2:0214, the champion 2-year- 
old filly, owned by H. Stacy Smith, Short 
Hills, N. J.. and a member of the Pilly 
Hodson Stable. She turned around with 
an aged field, raced easily the first heat, 
finishing sixth, then just tock the field 
as she liked in the next two in 2:04%4 
and 2:06. From now on this great filly 
will be the tough one to deal with. The 
group of 3-year-olds racing down the 
big line this year is without question 
the most evenly matched group that has 
shown. To date in some 10 3-year-old 
events that have been decided no one 
colt has yet won as many as two races. 

The big drawing card at Toledo, tho, 
was the free-for-all pace, decided on 
Thursday evening. It brought seven of 
the leaders in the pacing brigade now 
racing, drew the biggest crowd that has 
been to a day's racing at Toledo in more 
than three years, saw betting on the 
event heavy, and above all furnished 
the big throng with a race that will 
long be remembered. Cold Cash on his 
victory at Cleveland was installed a 
heavy favorite at $50, with the ultimate 
winner, May E. Grattan, 1:591%4, owned 
by J. C. Thompson, New York City, and 
driven by Ear] Pitman; selling for but 
$10 in pools totaling $111, a pretty fair 
investment for those that backed the 
Eastern mare. She copped the opening 
two miles in 2:004% and 2:001%, with 
Calumet Adam coming thru at the rail 
in the final mile to nip the mare right 
at the wire in 2:0034, the three heats 
constituting three of the fastest miles 
paced in a race in a long time. 


World Record Hung Up 


The trotting laurels for the first week 
went to Young Senator, 2:02144, owned 
by the Cahill Brothers, main cogs in 
the big State fair wheel at Syracuse, N. 
Y., and driven by Vic Fleming. It was 
a great victory for Fleming, for his geld- 
ing only sold-for $15 in pools totaling 
$100, he having been slightly lame, which 
caused the wise boys to go strongly for 
Ankabar, 2:0134, star of the Parshall 
string. 

Ankabar was one of the _ heaviest 
backed favorites of the present season, 
but was soon eliminated from the 
$2,500 feature on WedneSday night, for 
nearing the half when Parshall went to 
pull him out of his trailing position the 
gelding went to a break and was shut 
out, Young Senator coming on to win 
in 2:03%4, loosing the second trip to the 
Ohio-owned Locke Bunter in 2:07%4 and 
then taking the final in 2:03% by a 
short length. 

The other world’s record hung up was 
that on Tuesday night by the 4-year- 
old pacing filly, Rose Marie Abbe, prop- 
erty of E. A. Bostain, Chattanooga, Tenn. 
In winning the $1,200 17 stake she land- 
ed the second heat in 2:01 flat, erasing 
the former record which had stood for 
18 long years, it having been set at 
2:0114 nearly two decades back by Miss 
Harris M, 1:58%4. 


Slick Trotter Is Shown 


The mile was one of the greatest seen 
this year, as Dick Reynolds, 4, 2:04, from 
the Ben White Stable was only beaten 
inches, being separately timed in 2:00%4, 
and Diamond Axworthy, owned by Dr. E. 
P. Clement, Elyria, O., was in the pic- 
ture, being beaten only a short head 
and separately timed in 2:001%4. It looks 
now like White had the makings of 
one of the greatest pacers of all time in 


Dick Reynolds, owned by W. N. Reynolds. 
tobacco magnate of Winston-Salem, N. 
C. The son of the former champion 
Single G, 1:58%, the horse that time 
forgot, has only been pacing a year, hav- 
ing started out as a trotter, getting a 
record of 2:05%, on the trot as a 2- 
year-old. His only fault now is that he 
is slow leaving in a field of horses, and 
if White can correct this fault he will 
head all pacers out racing. 


Ben White, long recognized as the 
leading colt trainer, gave evidence On 
Wednesday afternoon that he has an- 
other champion in the making in Spen- 
cer McElwyn, bred and still owned by 
W. H. L. McCourtie, Dallas, Tex. He is 
undefeated to date, running up his third 
victory at Toledo and trotting in 2:06%. 
There is little question that he will 
soon sport a mark better than 2:05, and 
at Lexington this fall may show the 
followers a real mile. 


Another slick trotter showed there was 
Una Signal, 2:0344, who won in easy 
manner for Harry McKay, Milwaukee 
trainer. She looks to be one of the best 
slow-class eligibles out this year, and if 
nothing happens will retire this fall 
one of the biggest race-winning trotters 
of the year. The McKays also have 
one of the greatest improved pacers seen 
at the races this year in Lee Storm, 
2:02%4, who they bought for something 
under $150 and who now is a real star, 
good enough to face the best out racing, 


Building New Horse 
Barn at Flemington 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., July 16.—Flem- 
ington Fair stabling has been adequate 
to house the large number of entries 
in the last 20 years, but early closing 
events have proved so popular here for 
the fair, August 30-September 5, that a 
new barn will be built to take care 
of the 196 horses entered in the early 
closing events. Sixty-five stables will be 
represented. 

There will be five open classes to close 
late- in August, including Free for All 
Handicap Trot, FFAH Pace, purses of 
$500 each; a 2:20 class trot and 2:20 class 
pace, $300 each, and a trot and pace 
combo for horses owned in Hunterdon 
and adjoining counties, including Penn- 
sylvania, for amateurs. 

Harness racing will be held first four 
days of fair, with Joe McGraw, who offi- 
ciates at most of the Grand Circuit 
meetings, to start the horses. 

State records of 2:04 for pacers and 
2:07 for trotters made over Flemington 
track are expected to be reduced, asso- 
ciation offering $100 to any horse nego- 
tiating the fastest mile in either gait, 
providing track records fall. This is al- 
ways an inducement for drivers to make 
an extra effort to win the trophies. 


District Event at Poplar 
Bluff Will Be 24th Annual 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., July 16.—South- 
eaSt Missouri District Fair at Poplar 
Bluff, September 12-17, will be the 24th 
annual fair held here. The fair was 
made a district fair after 1929 when 
other fairs in this section of the State 
were closed. Haskell S. Bloodworth has 
again been named secretary. 

Entertainment will include horse rac- 
ing, free acts and fireworks. The fire- 
works program will commemorate the 
Washington Bicentennial. Thearle-Duf- 
field Fireworks, Inc., has been awarded 
contract for furnishing displays each 
evening. 

Secretary Bloodworth says there will 
be midway attractions, shows and rides. 


Crowds Big at Anderson 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 16.—The annual 
Free Fair this week at Anderson, Ind., 
did business. Thousands attended the 
opening day and the entire four days 
were featured by wonderful weather. 
Johnny J. Jones Exposition Shows re- 
ported good business. Fred Dixon, sec- 
retary, said that if the first two nights’ 
crowds were typical of attendance the 
fair would be most successful ever held. 
The grand stand was crowded for racing 
programs. “Mile-High” Ruth presented 
a — parachute drop from a balloon 
daily.

Paid $75, But No Races 
QUAKERTOWN, Pa., July 16.— One 
L. J. Cornell, of Philadelphia, advertised 
motorcycle races at Quakertown fair- 
grounds last Sunday. Only about 40 
people bought tickets. About the time 
races were to start promoter disappeared. 
Racers became suspicious and refused to 
race. Those who bought tickets then 
made a dash for box office, only to learn 
that they paid about $75 without seeing 
any races. District attorney in conse- 
quence says there will be no more Sun- 
day racing at fairgrounds. u 


Iowa To See Legionnaires 

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., July 16.—Nation- 
wide observance of Washington bicen- 
tennial will get attention at Iowa State 
Fair, Des Moines, next month, when 
scenes in natural colors on a large scale, 
with latest pyrotechnic effects, are to be 
displayed nightly. August 17 will be 
American Legion day, and as there will 
be a big crowd of Iowa Legionnaires at- 
tending their State convention. in Des 
Moines at that time, the Fair Association 
is preparing to entertain them with spe- 
cial features. 


Fair “Grounds” 


SUTTON, W. Va.—Braxton County Fair 
Association has had hard luck, as is 
pointed out by Secretary|John B. Fox. On 
February 4 a flood swept away buildings 
and fence. The fence was rebuilt, only 
to be razed by another flood on July 4 
to 6. He declares the society will proceed 
with plans for the 1922 fair. 


STEUBENVILLE, O.—For the first time 
in 61 years Jefferson County Fair, Smith- 
field, will be abandoned next fall. Di- 
rectors recently rescinded their decision 
of two months ago when they voted to 
hold a fair with reduced admission prices 
and lowered premiums. The fair had a 
deficit of $4,900 last year. 


SPRINGFIELD, O.—W. H. Williamson, 
this city, has been appointed manager of 
the rabbit show of Ohio State Fair. This 
year rabbits will be shown in a separate 
building, 40 by 200 feet. The rabbit de- 
partment is a new branch of the fair. 
Mr. Williamson, who has been raising 
rabbits 14 years and who was instru- 
mental in having the new department 
created, visited rabbit clubs in many 
parts of the State, asking their support. 


AUBURN, N. Y.—Seneca County Agri- 
cultural Society will hold its 92d annual 
fair at Waterloo, August 30-September 2. 
On the first day admission will be free. 
It will be set aside to observe the Wash- 
ington bicentennial and prizes will be 
offered for most elaborate floats. The 
new secretary, M. P. Sanford, is in charge. 
Horse racing, afternoon and evening, will 
be featured. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O.—Directors of Ma- 
honing County Agricultural Society, 
sponsors of the annual fair at Cantield, 
are considering a request of Youngstown 
Post, American Legion, to conduct a 
State-wide band and drum corps tourna. 
ment at the fair on Sunday, September 4. 
Custom has been to close the grounds on 
Sundays. If the Legion request is grant- 
ed the exhibition will open on Sunday. 


CANTON, O.—A tug of war for cham- 
pionship of Northeastern Ohio will be 2 
feature of Stark County Fair, according 
to Ed S. Wilson, secretary. Teams repre- 
senting organizations, cities and indus- 
trial concerns from several near-by cities 
have been entered. Eliminations will 
take place early in the week, with finals 
on September 8. Minimum number of 
teams permitted to compete will be 24 
and no more than 32 teams will be al- 
lowed to enter. 


GREENWICH, Conn.—After the recent 
first “County Fair” for charity, largest 
affair of its kind ever attempted here, 
end success in spite of rain on the clos- 
ing day, fire broke out in the large din- 
ing tent, covering nearly half an acre, 
destroying it. 


NEWPORT, R. I.—Selection of Septem- 
ber 7-10 as dates for Newport County 
Fair, Portsmouth, has been made by New- 
port County Agricultural Society.

Mon- 
day nights the rink is given over to bouts 
by a boxing syndicate. Resumption of 
roller skating will come early in fall, 
with the possibility that Monday nights 
will be given over to promoters of boxing 
events. King Rex Powers, fancy and 
acrobatic roller skater and captain of life 
guards at Van Cortlandt rink-pool, an- 
nqunced a gala reception and dancing 
party on the roof gardens of the rink 
on July 23.

and a former world's champion speed 
skater, will stage a professional cham- 
pionship meet early in the fall. 


NOW IS THE TIME for operators seek- 
ing good locations to get busy. A num- 
ber of large cities are without roller 
rinks, and in view of the fact that now 
many of them have vacant buildings 
suitable for such purposes and landlords 
anxious to get revenue from them, it 
looks Jike the time is ripe for action. 
Before the tax on roller skates went 
into effect many operators of larger 
rinks took the opportunity to buy new 
equipment, as they figured that sooner 
or later the depression would be over 
and that roller skating would revive 
with a boom. 


“ON MY RECENT visit to Los Angeles 
I was made an honorary member of the 
Olympiad 13 Club and was shown every 
possible courtesy by not only this club, 
but rinks as well,” said E. M. Mooar, 
Cincinnati. “I also was made familiar 
with plans for the races to be held dur- 
ing the Olympic Games and wish to call 
skaters’ attention to the fact that they 
are being held for the sole purpose of 
entertaining such skaters who may be in 
the city for the games. 

“All skaters, both amateur and pro- 
fessional, who intend to visit Los Angeles 
during the Olympic Games will do well 
to remember that the races to be held 
at the Rollerdome and Lincoln Park 
Rink are being promoted solely to enter- 
tain visiting skaters. Owing to the fact 
that they are being sponsored by the 
local skaters themselves, with slight 
support from the rinks, purses or prizes 
will not warrant skaters going there 
except as visitors, and they will have to 
defray their own expenses. 

“They can rest assured, however, that 
they will be welcome to compete and 
will be shown every courtesy by the 
local skaters and especially the Olympiad 
Rolling 13 Club and the rink manage- 
ments. Cliff Howard, veteran profes- 
sional well known in the East, and Ernie 
Bartlett, who is assisting Cliff in the 
promotion of these events, have arranged 
an interesting program of races and ex- 
hibitions to be staged equally at the 
Rollerdome and Lincoln Park Rink.” 


TORNADOLIKE WINDS, which accom- 
panied a heavy electrical and rain storm 
which swept Eastern Ohio, destroyed a 
portable skating rink near Salem, owned 
by A. W. Scholle. He estimated damage 
close to $500. The rink had been operat- 
ing several weeks. 

FRED (TILLIE) ROSS and Charlie 
(Chuck) Switzer are making a tour of 
the United States on “Chicago” roller 
skates, sponsored by the World’s Fair 
Club, of Chicago, which has opened 
clubrooms in the Windy City. The boys 
are champions of skating for health and 
will promulgate this doctrine along with 
their advertising of the World’s Fair. 
Switzer is well known as winner of a 
championship endurance roller-skating 
contest which ran 1,189 hours in Chicago 
Coliseum, September 1-October 21, 1928. 


FOLLOWING a protest lodged with the 
city council of St. John, N. B., by local 
movie exhibitors, N. B. Tennant, secre- 
tary of the Forum, Ltd., sponsors of a 
new rink in St. John, severely criticized 
the exhibitors for objecting to financial 
assistance being extended to promoters 
of the new rink by the city. The assist- 
ance requested was in nature of a guar- 
antee of the bonds to about $50,000 of 
the cost of the building. The gross cost 
was estimated at about $90,000. The 
movie exhibitors filed a petition with 
the city council protesting against any 
financial aid being offered the rink pro- 
moters by the city council in behalf of 
the city. Mr. Tennant verbally attacked 
the manager of one of the largest local 
movie houses, stating the theater is 
wholly owned in New York and that all 
the profits go not only out of the city, 
but out of the country, whereas promot- 
ers of the new rink are all St. John 
citizens and taxpayers. The city council 
for the second time has refused to guar- 
antee the bonds of the rink company to 
any amount, claiming paying for the cost 
of the plans and arranging for the site 
were enough. St. John is the only city 
or town in Eastern Canada without an 
indoor rink, this lack being since the 
burning of the Arena four years ago. 
Since them seven attempts to finance 
a rink have failed. 


CITY OF *MONCTON, N. B., owning 
the new rink in Moncton, is to pay for 
cost of a floor for the building in order 
to introduce roller skating. Moncton 
Exhibition Company, lessees of the rink, 
plans on reviving roller skating as a 
means of additional revenue. The floor 


also will allow holding of other sources 
of revenue in the rink, known as the 
Stadium. Thus far this summer several 
wrestling shows have provided the only 
receipts of the rink since the ice was 
broken up early in May. At the Char- 
lottetown, P. E. I., Forum Rink, another 
new rink, but not city financed, the 
Forum Company has been promoting 
wrestling shows during the summer. 
There is a probability that roller skating 
will be introduced in this rink during 
summer with roller hockey or polo.

or seven feet; a 14-foot king cobra,

bintoeroengs, similar to a mongoose, but 
larger; rare black partridges, about 50 
snakes and 100 birds of various species. 


Freeman developed into a jungle hunter 
about two years ago and, unlike many 
collectors and big game hunters, caught 
many of the animals himself instead of 
depending on purchases from natives. 
A black colra escaped on the trip, but 
Freeman noosed it before the alarm 
went around the boat. Several birds, 
reptiles and animals died envoyage, and 
a monkey committed suicide by jumping 
overboard. The collection will be dis- 
tributed among the National Zoological 
Garden, Washington; Bronx (N. Y.) and 
Philadelphia zoos and circuses and ani- 
mal dealers. Three python eggs were 
hatched on board, two dying, and the 
third believed to be hidden on the ship. 


CALGARY, Alta.—Calgary Zoological 
Society, formed in 1928, is progressing 
rapidly and its zoo is popular with 
American tourists, advises Tom Richards, 
of the publicity committee. On Sunday, 
June 26, he said, it required thre: men 
to regulate parking spaces. There are 
birds and animals of 150 varieties, to- 
taling 600 specimens, with a value of 
$4,500. 


NEW ORLEANS — Sigmund Oden- 
heimer, president of Lane Cotton Mills, 
gave two sea lions to Audubon Park Zoo 
last month, Superintendent Frank E.

Included in 
this were Versicolors, Mutant, Man- 
churian brown eared, linneated: a pair 
of Satyr Tragons, said to be the only 
pair in America; Malay Argus, Nepal 
Kaleeges, Swinhoe, Borneo crested fire- 
backs, Malay crested firebacks, Siamese 
firebacks, Copper and others. Some of 
the birds were shipped direct from 
Washington, others from the West Coast. 
Some of the pairs were valued at $500. 
Included in this shipment were four 
fallow deer, purchased from Capt. Curly 
Wilson, director of Cleveland Zoo, and 
a pair of beavers from Minnesota.

Roland Exposition mem- 
bers sent to hospital after 
an attack from ambush 


BALTIMORE. July 15.—A riot call was 
sent to the State police in Baltimore on 
Thursday, when, it is said, 25 members 

f Roland’s Exposition Shows, caught in a 

cross volley of pistol and gunshot fire, 
were wounded as the carnival prepared 
to leave Mechanicsville, Md., and go to 
Leesburg, Va. Men, women and children 
were endangered by a hail of lead which 
was fired from all sides of the show- 
grcunds. 

Mrs. Anna Blizzard, 22, was holding a 
baby in her arms when she fell from the 
charge of a shotgun. Her husband, Frank 
Blizzard, Escadale, W. Va., and Clarence 
Vesta, Greensburg, Pa., also were wounded 
and rushed to a hospital in Washington. 
Other members of the company who were 
injured were treated in Mechanicsville. 

At this writing no arrests have been 
made. There are several versions of the 
affair. One is*that townspeople had 
threatened trouble, and another is that 
the shooting was done by a gang of 
moonshiners, said to infest dense woods 
near by. The attack may have been the 
result of a fight Saturday night, when 
William Stanley, 21, Four Oaks, N. C., a 
member of the carnival company, was 
shot in the stomach and _ seriously 
wounded. He is now in a hospital in 
Leonardtown, Md. 

Clumps of trees surround the show- 
grounds, and, as automobiles and trucks 
Joaded with carnival equipment prepared 
to pull out, fire was opened on all sides. 
No one appears to know how many per- 
sons participated in the attack. 


Woman Is Able To Leave 
Hospital; Men Improving 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Authorities 
at Casualty Hospital here said that 
Clarence Vesta, 28, Greensburg, Pa., and 
Frank Blizzard, 32, Escadale, W. Va., who 
were among members of the Roland Ex- 
position Shows, attacked and shot when 
the company was preparing to leave 
Mechanicsville (St. Marys County), Md., 
were getting along very well. 

It was further stated that Mrs. Anna 
Blizzard had left the hospital after be- 
ing treated for birdshot wounds in the 
left arm. Vesta was shot in the face 
eand Blizzard in the chest. 

The company left, following the trou- 
ble, for Leesburg, Va., according to police 
reports. William Stanley, 21, another 
member, information is, was shot almost 
a week before the last affray and was 
taken to a hospital at Leonardtown for 
treatment for an abdominal wound. 
Stanley, whose home is in Four Oaks, 
N. C., is said to be recovering. 

Following the shooting of Stanley, 
State police had patroled the carnival 
grounds for some days, but were not on 
hand at the time of the last shooting. 
State police asked assiStance of Balti- 
more police when trouble started on 
Thursday and a detail of seven officers 
in charge of a lieutenant went to the 


scene, but were unable to make any 
arrests.

with his own circus. After his death, 10 
years ago, his widow and daughter 
launched the medicine show which they 
are still carrying on. That they have 
made a success of it is evidenced by 
the two fine pieces of property they own. 
Pictures of Babetta and Stanley, with 
some interesting paragraphs concerning 
them, appeared in a Saturday Evening 
Post article on The Medicine Show Busi- 
mess some time ago, their biographer 
being Wesley Stout, associate editor of 
that publication. 


“SO FAR AS MED is concerned New

Pitchmen I Have Met 
By SID SIDENBERG 


If vaudeville comes back to where 
a fellow can earn some real money 
like one did about 10 years ago, Fred 
J. Gill, 40 years old and one of the 
best demonstrators with knife sharp- 
eners in the business, will forsake 
Pitchdom and apply the business 
tactics he learned while pitching to 
dealing with booking agents, he told 
me. 

My conception of Fred is that if he 
was as good an actor as he is a pitch- 
man he must have been a darb. Fred 
applies the old stage training when 
putting out the keen-edge toolers. He 
actually puts on a show and when he 
turns he sure gets enough of the 
filthy lucre (not stage or conversa- 
tion money, either) to make him for- 
get what used to be “the good old 
days behind the footlights.” 

Fred left school at 20. He entered 
the show business with Murray and 
Mack and also played with the Rice 
and Katy and W. F. Mann dramatic 
shows; seven years in burlesque with 
with Kilroy and Britten; with M. W. 
Taylor, of Camden; Campbell and 
Drew and the Whalen Brothers. 

When the show biz went haywire 
Fred found that the way out was to 
make friends with pitchmen who fre- 
quented the lobbies of the theatrical 
hotels and get some information and 
a line on how to separate the public 
from some assets. Fred evidently 
made a good scholar, for he has made 
a mark with the different articles he 
has been advertising. The car that he 
drives and the front he has give one 
the impression that he is a big but- 
ter and egg man from the West. Fred 
has been on Pitchdom's roster for the 
last eight years, is married and hails 
from Springlake, Mich. 


advises from Terre Haute, Ind. He adds: 
“On account of illness I have been only 
able to work about half the time and 


then business was dull. To climax 
everything, my father, Charles A. 
Greiner, of Terre Haute, was taken 


seriously ill. He continually called for 
me. In answer to his call I started back 
from California, working my way. 'Twas 
one of the hardest trips I ever experi- 
enced. Everything went against me and 
money was scarce. Arriving in Kansas 
City I called our home over long dis- 
tance, as I had received word my fa- 
ther was dying and at every breath was 
calling for Roy. My sister answered the 
phone and when I inquired if my father 
was still living she said: ‘He is still liv- 
ing, waiting for you.’ I took a bus out 
of Kansas City, arriving home at 1:30 
p-m. next day, finding my father had 
passed away at 3:25 am. When the 
folks told him Roy was coming his last 
words were ‘Are you sure?’ My father’s 
many friends and relatives and my 
mother, who was ever at his side, took 
the best of care of him. The funeral 
was well attended. He was a wonder- 
ful father to me, and I regret very much 
that I was unable to reach him before 
he passed away, aS my folks all seemed 
to think he had something he wished 
to tell me. Thru my experiences I 
think it would be a great thing if the 
pitchmen and papermen were able to 
raise a fund, placed in_ responsible 
hands, that would take care of an 
emergency like that. If it was only 50 
cents or $1 apiece, I believe it would 
create a fund that would take care of 
any of my fellow men. I, for one, am 
willing to start such a fund. We never 
know who will be next.” 


NEW YORK CITY NEWS NOTES, by 
Charles (Doc) Miller—What is a pitch- 
man? A certain fellow well versed in the 
pitch craft tells me that there are several 
people classed by me as pitchmen who 
are not pitchmen. He contends that 
there are only eight pitchmen in New 
York; that the rest are salesmen and 
lecturers; that a real pitchman fixes and 
ballies his own tip, never knocks and al- 
ways leaves a town clean. . 
Demonstrators of rare ability in Gimbel’ 3 
Department Store are Ann Seigel and 
Doris Drake, with soap and shampoo. 
They can hold their own with the best. 

Peggy Maloney, with hair curlers, 
is a very pleasant young lady who talks 
like a real trouper. Young lady in 
charge of a face cream demonstration for 
the last six years is still clicking.

Al Seigel could 
have taken over the C. I. store, but for 
business reasons he would not. . 
Petrovic’s 14th street store was reopened 
by a new owner July 7. 


MONUMENTS ERECTED by friends 
over the graves of America’s most-famous 
pitchmen of the past are being listed by 
Ed Frink, Earlville, Ill., Route 4, who is 
himself one of the most widely known 
brethren of the pitchcraft. Among those 
on Ed's list are the following: Doc Jim 
Lighthall, who died of smallpox in San 
Antonio in 1888. There is an imposing 
tombstone towering over his grave. It 
was placed there some years ago by Dr. 
J. F. Williams, Captain G. W. Smith, Joe 
Gomez and Lew Van Buren. Big-Foot 
Wallace, who is buried at St. Joseph, Mo., 
has a monument over his grave erected 
by a large group of pitchmen. Ed 
would like to hear of other monuments 
raised to the memory of noted pitchmen 
and medicine men of the road who have 
made their last paSsouts. He says that 
in his opinion one of the greatest medi- 
cine pitchmen of the past century was 
Doc F. C. A. Goerse, who died two years 
ago in Texas. “He was among the great- 
est of his profession,” says Frink. “He 
carried the largest medicine show of his 
day and he worked 50 years in the 
game.”

Bonfire Probable Cause 


Digging was going on beneath the 
debris all week in search of three women 
patrons of bathhouses who are believed 
to have perished. The three, reported 
still missing until early today, if found 
would represent the only toll of human 
life at one of the most furious fires in 
New York in many years and which, but 
for the brilliant work on the part of the 
city’s fire-fighting machines and master- 
ly police direction, might have meant 
terrific casualties. That only three were 
trapped—and these not positive—is a 
miracle. 

After much study it was agreed almost 
unanimously that fire started from a 
bonfire under the Boardwalk at 22d 
street, but two other causes were ad- 
vanced. One that it resulted from a 
rubbish heap and lighted match; the 
other theory based on leaking gasoline 
and a match accidentally dropped. 


Dr. Philip I. Nash, president of the 
local Chamber of Commerce, and Morris 
Goldberg, managing director of the Half 
Moon Hotel and one of the leading 
property owners here, charged that in- 
adequate police protection, laxity of 
magistrates in being easy on peddlers 
who operate without licenses, whose re- 
fuse is dropped on the beach and 
vicinity, created conditions which made 
Wednesday's disaSter possible. 

The Chamber, under direction of Dr. 
Nash, was contributing its share in aid- 
ing relief of the distressed and homeless. 
A score of other organizations joined the 
call. Dr. J. G. William Greef, commis- 
sioner of hospitalS, was on hand with a 
large medical, nurse, ambulance and at- 
tendant corps to set up “quickie” hos- 
pitals and first-aid camps outside the 
stricken zones.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Besides use 
of script tickets as an acceptable means 
for computing and substantiating the 
new revenue tax due on admissions of 
more than 40 cents, the Federal Govern- 
ment also has indorsed use of registering 
turnstiles for this purpose, in this lan- 
guage:

It was 
probably the most completely mobolized 
affair in point of care for the unfor- 
tunate of any fire even half the size 
in history of the city’s blazes. 

It was no unuSual sight to see people 
in bathing suits, who lost their clothing 
and belongings in bathhouses, riding In 
subways, deputized busses, surface cars, 
trucks and the like. Police handed out 
perhaps 1,000 nickels to those who were 
left penniless, so that they could reach 
their homes from here. One man lost 
$2,600, his life savings, in one of the 
demolished bath pavilions. Other losses 
were heavy. 

As the flames sucked in and left a 
mass Of devastation and debris, looting 
became rampant, but police got on the 
job and rounded up the culprits who 
were taking advantage of the chaotic 
conditions. 

Those caught in the bathhouses, tak- 
ing showers or dressing, were forced to 
flee immediately the alarm was sound- 
ed, many of them ‘helplessly denuded or 
scantily clothed. Telephone service and 
light transmission in the blazing zone 
were temporarily cut off. 


Rebuilding Is Started 


Later additions to the list of ruined 
property were a Spanish Side Show, 
Boardwalk; Nedick’s, 22d and Boardwalk, 
and the showrooms of three auto com- 
panies—Studebaker, Plymouth, Dodge 
and Chevrolet. Eureka Baths, 25th and 
Boardwalk, outskirting the burned 
waste, were scorched and damaged by 
water. A near-by bathhouse on Board- 
walk, untouched by the flames, drew 
jeers and snickers when it had the bad 
taste to paste a big sign on its wall an- 
nouncing that the place was fireproof. 


Brooklyn Red Cross, Public Welfare 
Commission of New York, Mayor's Un- 
employment Relief Fund and other 
agencies, private and public, were ready 
to contribute several hundred thousand 
dollars to alleviate the situation. 


Resort began reconstructing the 
Boardwalk late last week. Boro President 
Henry Hesterberg, Brooklyn, put about 
50 carpenters to work on the massive 
job. Concessioners, bathhouse owners, 
general merchants and attraction man- 
agers announced that they were plan- 
ning to rebuild at once, but few struc- 
tures will be ready for this season. 
Anxious to make up for losses on a none 
too flourishing season, many of them 
will step to the task, provided they can 
get the proper financing. Morris Gold- 
berg said he was contemplating a new 
fireproof bath building. 


Premier beach spot attracted about 
3,000,000 people between Wednesday eve- 
hing and Saturday of last week, ma- 
jority swarming around the devoured 
region for hours at a stretch. There was 
little flow to the amusement sector, 
however, tho there was more spending 
than usual. : 

Fire adjusters from 25 insurance com- 
panies were in conference with owners 
of demolished or damaged properties on 
settlements. Small claims will be worked 
out more rapidly, owners being obliged 
to present proof of losses, documentary 
proof, affidavits, etc. Most of the smaller 
structures were not covered by insurance, 
and others, having heavy investments, 
could insure for only a part of them. 


Many Without Insurance 


The destroyed bathhouses were in- 
sured up to approximately 60 per cent of 
their value in most caseS. Practically all 
of the concessioners, particularly those 
with minimum frontage, carried no in- 
surance, due mostly to the high prem- 
jums account conflagration hazard thru- 
out Coney Island. Insurance companies 
will probably pay off in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. 

Whether the “not responsible for 
valuables in case of fire” designation by 
bathhouses would hold water in court 
if individuals decide to start court ac- 
tions is problematical. Bathhouses 
would be upheld in the opinion of 
lawyers sounded out on the question. 

Steeplechase Park is two blocks from 
the easterly point of the ruins, with 
the Half Moon Hotel, premier edifice 
on the Island, a similar distance away 
on the western end. Both Steeplechase 
and Luna parks were prominently men- 
tioned in newspaper Stories as being 
safe from flames. 

There have been two other fires in 
Coney Island of spectacular and highly 
damaging proportions. The Dreamland 
Park fire on May 11, 1911, which 


wrecked property worth $5,000,000, and 
the one at Steeplechase on July 28, 1907. 
which brought a loss of about $1,500,000

Chicago Operators Vote Overwhelmingly 
For Co-Operation and a New Organization 


A representative group of operators 
and manufacturers met in Chicago 
Wednesday night, July 13, to consider 
the results of the poll among operators 
in this territory about the formation of 
an operators’ organization. D. Gottlieb 
& Company were the hosts and their 
offices were used for the meeting place. 
Dave Gottlieb was chosen to preside at 
the meeting, and Lee S. Jones, Walter 
Tratsch, L. Ginseberg and others repre- 
sented manufacturers that are deeply in- 
terested in the success of a real live 
organization for the operators. A num- 
ber of operators representing the various 
interests and groups of Chicago operators 
were present, as well as representatives 
of the press. Tho July temperature was 
sizzling hot and a cooling beverage 
somehow failed to reach the proper 
address, the spirit of the meeting was 
one of harmony and deep interest in 
the problems at hand from the 
beginning. 

The first business of the meeting was 
to ascertain and make public the result 
of ballots that had been mailed to all 
operators in the Chicago territory. This

had voted for a new organization, while 
only three had voted for maintaining a 
present organization that is being fos- 
tered by men who seem to be newcomers 
in the field. 


Dave Gottlieb presided with great effi- 
ciency and kept the meeting to the 
business at hand. As the ballots revealed 
such a strong sentiment to form a new 
organization, Mr. Jones suggested a com- 
mittee of five be named from the 
operators present to immediately have 
forms printed and mailed to the opera- 
tors in Chicago territory to ballot for 
the purpose of forming the new organi- 
zation. The chairman appointed this 
committee of the operators present and 
their duties were carefully considered 
and explained. 


The keynote speech of the evening was 
made by Lee S. Jones, of the American 
Sales Corporation. He took the floor 
and made clear his version of the plan 
of co-operating with the operators, and 
stressed his emphatic purpose as an in- 
dividual and that of other interested 
manufacturers individually to co-operate 
and help finance this new organization. 
But the Coin-Machine Manufacturers’ 
Association, of which he is president, 
had no power to act upon the local con- 
ditions, nor in the case of a®y local con- 
dition anywhere in the country. This 
met with the hearty approval of every- 
body present and immediately the manu- 
facturers represented indicated their 
approval by pledging $100 each as a 
voluntary contribution to start the ball 
rolling. 


Then followed free and frank discus- 
sion by operators and others as to what 
specific problems needed to be handled 
first and what steps could be taken 
to secure the desired conditions in the 
trade. While many different opinions 
were expressed, there was always evident 
a very strong spirit of harmony and 
willingness to recognize the various in- 
terests that should be harmonized. It 
was plainly evident that all present 
recognized the immediate necessity for 
thoro co-operation between the operators 
and manufacturers if a strong and rep- 
resentative organization of the operators 
is to be formed and eventually spread its 
benefits and good influence to other 
cities and all over the country. Some 
means of recognizing a bona-fide opera- 
tor was felt to be a necessity, so a plan 
of licensing operators was suggested and 
tabled for the next regular meeting. 
Great enthusiasm prevailed for getting a 
live organization of operators into the 
field, and with the full co-operation of 
manufacturers in the trade points the 
way for operators and manufacturers all 
over the country. 

The next regular meeting was set for 
Wednesday evening, July 20, at the Dr. 
Herzal Community Hall, corner of Cali- 
fornia and Evergreen streets.

NEW YORK, July 18.—John Ringling, 
recuperating for the last two weeks at 
the Half Moon Hotel, Coney Island, after 
undergoing an operation for removal of 
a blister on his right instep, was highly 
incensed at the report in a local after- 
noon newspaper last Tuesday that both 
his legs had been amputated. Startling 
report gained such wide circulation that 
Mr. Ringling issued a statement of de- 
nial thru Morris Goldberg, managing 
director of the hotel, as follows: 

“Mr. Ringling has peen the guest of 
Samuel W. Gumpertz at this hotel for 
the last two weeks.

The report of his serious 
illness has no foundation in fact.” 

The circus magnate admitted news- 
paper men to his room, swung his legs 
while in armchair, and said: “Does this 
look like my legs have been amputated?” 

A similar denial was issued by Richard 
Fuchs, Mr. Ringling’s secretary, from his 
Lexington avenue Office. 


Considering Coney Fire 
Area for Ringling Circus 


NEW YORK, July 18—Samuel W. 
Gumpertz, president Coney Island Board 
of Trade and associate of John Ringling, 
acting for the latter, is negotiating with 
owners of property demolished in last 
Wednesday’s great fire to lease the area 
for one of Mr. Ringling’s circuses for 
the rest of the season.

make free to operate. I could under- 
stand the ‘injunction against a manu- 
facturer for infringing on a _ patent, 
but I am informed that this one is to 
apply to all operators of pin-game 
tables.” 

It is suggested that Operator Foster 
get in touch with the headquarters of 
the operators’ association in his State, 
and the address has been sent to him. 
If the rumors which have disturbed him 
indicate the budding of a serious trouble, 
or happen to be true in the least, the 
Texas operators’ organization has the 
reputation of being a fighting bunch. 
Last year when a discriminating tax on 
coin machines was threatening them 
they got busy thru their organization 
and put up one of the best managed 
drives against a tax that has come to 
my knowledge. The lesson that came 
out of their struggle was that it pays 
operators in any local fight against dis- 
erimination to get the best local attorney 
it is possible to obtain and collectively 
support him in the fight.

CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., July 16.—The 
big talk this week—and for some time 
to come—was the devastating fire which 
broke out Wednesday afternoon at 2 
o’clock in the West End sector, 21st to 
25th streets, Boardwalk and Surf avenue. 
Entire area was a mass of ruin, charred 
buildings, jutted Boardwalk. Property 
damages totaled into millions of dollars. 
Spectacular conflagration was believed 
by veterans here to have surpassed the 
great Dreamland fire 1n May of 1911. 

Steeplechase Park was dangerously near 
the blaze, being but two blocks away 
from 2lst street, while the Half Moon 
Hotel, on 27th and Boardwalk, seemed, 
after the blaze had died down, like a 
giant castle on a desert jutting into the 
sky. Flimsy wood structures, bathhouses 
and concessions were mowed down 
rapidly, with Brooklyn and Manhattan 
firemen impeded in their progress by 
automobiles parked on the side streets 
in the demolished area between the 
Boardwalk and Surf avenue. At least 
100 autos and other vehicles were de- 
stroyed, many of them blowing up when 
the flames reached the gasoline tanks. 
Occupants of bungalows, cottages, apart- 
ment houses and bathhouses fled, hun- 
dreds of residents rendered homeless by 
the destruction being sheltered for the 
night in theaters, stores, strange homes 
and hotels. Doubtful whether work of 
reconstruction would be started this 
season. 

The sole riding device that perished 
and lay beneath a mass of debris was the 
Pretzel, owned by Morris Goldberg, whose 
other valuable property was ruined. 

Luna Park, for one, felt the devasta- 
tion offering serious competition as an 
unbeautiful, yet startling, spectacle. 
Thousands sought the ruins for the sole 
purpose of getting a personal view. Few 

of them visited the attractions, being 
emotionally bent on witnessing the 
tragic denouement resulting from a 
simple lighted match. 

A clear version of the origin of the 
fire has not been put forth. Fire de- 
partment officials believe the blaze 
started from a bonfire beneath the 
Boardwalk. An investigation is under 
way. ; 

Newsreels, newspaper cameramen and 
“name” radio announcers were on the 
scene in full force, broadcasts going out 
to all parts of the East. Ted Husing, 
Columbia Broadcasting System ace de- 
scriber, reported the incident from a 
dirigible. New York dailies ran scream- 
ing banner headlines and 8 to 12-column 
stories in all editions from Wednesday 
on. The World-Telegram front-paged 
an eight-column picture of the demol- 
ished region. 

Tho hundreds, mostly firemen, were 
injured or overcome by smoke, not a 
single person is known to have perished, 
tho the alarmist and tear-dropping news- 
papers rapped out yarns with the 
“death” angle, chancing its ultimate 
truth after the digging is finished.

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to place three games. If he placed a 
machine in a certain drug store, along 
would come another operator and a sec- 
ond game would go in. Then another 
operator would co ne along and in would 
go a third machine. These three ma- 
chines would, in most cases, practically 
use up the available space, so that when 
the fourth operator came along he would 
not have good luck in getting his ma- 
chine in unless he could persuade the 
location that his game was better than 
the others. As a rule the majority of 
locations had three games of some kind, 
whether big or little. Welsch conceived 
the idea of using better salesmanship on 
the locations that promised to make him 
money and supply these locations with 
three good games—completely cover the 
location so that there would not be any 
room for the next operator with his 
machine. He handles five good games, 
most of them pin games, and says the 
scheme is working well. He has fewer 
locations, but when he gets the location 
sold on himself and his plans enough 
to accept two or three games of his own 
he doesn’t have to worry so much about 
competition. He finds more time to 
cultivate these locations, too, and even 
the merchants themselves like it better 
after they have tried it for a while. He 
Says that any operator who will keep 
good machines should close in on his 
preferred locations rather than scatter- 
ing out and working alongside competi- 
tors’ machines, 

Welsch says that it takes a lot of 
selling talk to get many locations to 
accept his plan. It is mostly a case of 
selling a location on yourself first. If 
the owner likes an operator personally 
he is much easier to sell on the plan 
of letting that ~ gga place two or 
three machines there. om a plain talk 
on how competition hurts the games 
business, just as it hurts the store busi- 
ness and every other line of business, 
will often help to close the deal.

The penny vender to 
Sell Lucky Strikes for a penny each was 
the most widely advertised, and it was 
reported that the American Tobacco 
Company spent considerable money in 
developing and patenting a special car- 
ton for this vender. The revenue re- 
quirements are that the cigarets must be 
vended direct from a package showing 
the revenue stamp—and hence the diffi- 
culty in getting penny cigaret venders. 
It is my understanding that the firm 
promoting the above vender is now out 
of business, as there were mechanical 
difficulties in its machine. We had a 
list of four or five manufacturers that 
have, or did have at one time, a penny 
cigaret vender.
